I n a telephone news conference Monday, 
December 3, Dr. Jeffrey Koplan, director 
of the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta, said tens of thou¬ 
sands of letters that traveled through the 
same New Jersey post office as the'two an¬ 
thrax-contaminated letters to two U.S. sen¬ 
ators could potentially be at risk for cross¬ 
contamination.

corporate the guidelines into its training 
protocols for Family Services staff and 
plans to appoint a liaison to oversee the 
quality and consistency of service to the 
gay and lesbian community.

“People have a right to be con¬ 
cerned, people have a right to know what is 
going on - some people may feel better tak¬ 
ing better precautions for peace of mind,” 
Koplan added. 

Trace amounts of anthrax on some mail 
sorting equipment were found at the South¬ 
ern Connecticut Processing and Distribu¬ 
tion Center in Wallingford, Connecticut, 
that handled mail for 94-year-old Ottilie 
Lundgren of Oxford, who died November 
21 from inhalation anthrax, and for a home 
in nearby Seymour, Connecticut, where a 
letter was also was found with trace 
amounts of anthrax. 

No anthrax-contaminated mail was 
found in Lundgren’s home, but the bar code 
of the letter with one anthrax spore found 
at a nearby home indicates that the letter 
went through the same New Jersey postal fa¬ 
cility as anthrax-contaminated letters ad¬

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Music festival to benefit 
activist’s legal defense

C lassical, jazz, folk, and spo¬ 
ken word performances will 
all be a part of a festival ben¬ 
efit next Friday, December 14, at 
Christ Church Lutheran, 20th Av¬ 
enue and Quintara Street, from 
7:30 to 9:30 p.m. Local and nation¬ 
al musicians and artists have do¬ 
nated their talents for the evening 
to raise money for the legal defense 
fund of Brian Patrick Carmichael, 
recently released from jail on bail 
after a long battle for his future. 

Longtime AIDS activist 
Carmichael was arrested in Septem¬ 
ber of 2000 after an incident that 
occurred at San Jose International 
Airport as he stepped off an air¬ 
plane. Police were waiting at the air¬ 
port to talk to Carmichael, who 
while on the airplane in Dallas, got 
into an argument with a passenger 


who wanted the seat Carmichael 
had been told was reserved for his 
severely ill brother. After 
Carmichael got off the airplane, po¬ 
lice retrieved a bag from the plane 
containing his brother’s medica¬ 
tions. Carmichael attempted to 
open the bag, despite officers objec¬ 
tions. During a scuffle that followed, 
he fell on a police officer, who later 
reported that he suffered an injury. 

The accidental fall was prose¬ 
cuted as an assault, which threat¬ 
ened to put Carmichael away on 
felony charges and he faced a third 
strike because of his prior record. 
The charges were widely believed 
to have stemmed from 
Carmichael’s HIV status, as he 
had been threatened with a simple 
obstruction charge until police 
overheard him telling a doctor he 
was on antiviral medication. The 
criminal portion of the case last¬ 
ed through July 2001, when 


Carmichael’s battery conviction 
was declared a misdemeanor, but 
the emotional and financial after¬ 
effects of the ordeal remain. 

Next Friday’s benefit will at¬ 
tempt to defray the legal costs in¬ 
curred by Carmichael. Performers 
scheduled for the concert include 
San Francisco pianist Karl von 
Uhl, New York flutist Animal J. 
Smith, bassist Richard Berman, 
Bay Area singers Mario DeSio and 
Ira Marlowe, the multicultural 
spoken word group Dhaia Tribe, 
writer and Bay Area Reporter 
sports columnist Jim Provenzano, 
vocalist Guy Clark, and pianist 
Jim Davis. Tickets are $25 at the 
door and can also be reserved by 
e-mailing animalj@hotmail.com.

Although discouraged, Owl 
said she was leaving the store on a 
positive note. 

“I’m retiring. I’m taking at least 
a year off,” said Owl. “All I want to 
do is play in the garden.” 

The community at large is not 
just losing another gay business; 
Lavender Dragon housed a coffee 
shop for socializing, and meeting 
rooms that hosted LGBT-friendly 
12-step programs, tarot readings, 
book discussions, and support 
groups. There are no known plans 
to keep the space as an LGBT or 
even community-oriented business. 

“It’s been this way for gay and 
women’s bookstores for ages,” said 
Owl. “It may all get leveled and 
things may spring up again when 
people realize what they’re miss¬ 
ing, but for now I worry about lit¬ 
tle stores like ours.”

L GBT shoppers looking for 
holiday bargains should visit 
the southern Bay Area town 
of Menlo Park, where Lavender 
Dragon Books is selling its entire in¬ 
ventory for 50 percent off the retail 
price. It is a bittersweet sale, howev¬ 
er, because it means that the Penin¬ 
sula’s only gay and lesbian book¬ 


store is about to close for good. 

Shop owner Owl Blossom, who 
took over the store five years ago 
with her partner, Jan Blossom, said 
that she realized it was time to quit 
when what appeared to be a slump 
last year just kept getting worse. 

“People who are coming in are 
sad. They say they’re going to miss 
us, but there hasn’t been that 
much support or we would still be 
here,” Owl Blossom told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I think that the 
community in Menlo Park has as¬ 
similated. Of course, as the world 
becomes safer that’s what we 
want, but it breaks up the com¬ 
munity. It’s a double edge.” 

When the Blossoms acquired 
the shop it was known as Two Sis¬ 
ters, a lesbian bookstore in exis¬ 
tence for seven years. The couple 
expanded the selection to include 
titles for gay men as well as lesbians, 
which kept them in business de¬ 
spite a nearby Borders Books chain 
and the rise of Internet commerce. 

But recently the struggle just 
became too much. While Laven¬ 
der Dragon used to pull in about 
$12,000 a month, these days the 
Blossoms are lucky to earn even 
half that amount.

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SF Food Bank struggles to meet 
growing demands on program

D ue to myriad problems stem¬ 
ming from the recession and 
security concerns after the 
terror attacks of September 11, the 
San Francisco Food Bank is hurting 
for both food and financial dona¬ 
tions this holiday season. 

“We were 15 to 25 percent off 
from where we should be at the 
end of October” said Paul Ash, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the food bank. 

“I hope it turns around in No¬ 
vember and December, but I am 
skeptical.” 

Each year, the agency delivers 
15 million pounds of donated 
food from growers, manufactur¬ 
ers, and grocers to people in need 
through food pantries, soup 
kitchens, child care centers, home¬ 
less shelters, senior centers, and 
other human service agencies 
with meal programs. Ash said he 
had hoped to raise an additional 
million and half more pounds of 
food this year. 

“In June, we thought that was a 
realistic goal. If things keep going 
the way we are going, we will be a 
million pounds short of the goal,” 
he said. “Our food needs increased 
at the same time our monetary re¬ 
sources have declined. It is very 
difficult to make something out of 
nothing, and that is what we are 
trying to do right now.” 

The food bank’s difficulties 
pose potential problems for the 
400 local agencies, including 
many gay and AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations, that depend on the food 
bank to supply their clients with 
groceries and meals. Agencies 
such as the Maitri AIDS Hospice, |

Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center, 
Black Coalition on AIDS, Metro¬ 
politan Community Church’s 
Simply Supper program, and the 
Gay Rescue Mission have all ben¬ 
efited from the food bank. 

“Since we touch so many agen¬ 
cies, what happens to us tends to 
happen to them too,” said Ash. “If 
we can’t get food out to them, 
then they can’t keep their food 
programs running.” 

Project Open Hand is the food 
bank’s number one customer. The 
agency receives 1 million pounds 
of food a year from the food bank 
at a total cost of $150,000. 

“I don’t see how we could do 
our food bank without them; 
1,500 people a week shop in our 
grocery centers,” said Tom Nolan, 
executive director of Project Open 
Hand. 

Already, the food bank has had 
to raise the per-pound rate it 
charges other agencies by 25 per¬ 
cent. At the same time, Ash said 
donations from the food industry, 
such as companies like General 


Mills and Kraft, are dropping off. 

“Like most charities, we are 
facing a situation and a time we 
have never seen before. We are in 
uncertain territory,” said Ash. 

The agency has had problems 
this year with businesses and 
companies not participating in 
annual food drives during the hol¬ 
iday season. With security height¬ 
ened at many buildings through¬ 
out the city, the food bank has 
been barred from placing its col¬ 
lection barrels by property owners 
fearful they pose a security risk. 

“Other businesses have told us 
‘Our financial situation is pretty 
serious and we just don’t need the 
distraction right now.’ We are try¬ 
ing to get companies we have 
never had contact with to do a 
food drive this year,” said Ash. 

As donations fall off from 
donors, the number of people 
needing the food bank’s assistance 
rises as more people become un¬ 
employed. 

“It is hard to know how many 
families would take groceries if they 
were available. Most of our pantries 
either are full or have waiting lists,” 
Ash said. “There is no capacity in 
the system for new folks.” 

While the holiday season puts 
more demand on the food bank, 
Ash said the agency needs help 
year round. Businesses and com¬ 
panies can still sign up to sponsor 
a food drive. 

“We can even provide food¬ 
sniffing dogs to make sure just 
food is in the barrel,” joked Ash.

COLAGE demonstrates and bowls for 
LGBT families , A0FC hosts party

B efore they don their bowling 
shoes, members of CO- 
LAGE - Children of Les¬ 
bians and Gays Everywhere - will 
be demonstrating in support of 
queer families this weekend. 

At noon on Saturday, Decem¬ 
ber 8, COLAGE will rally against a 
recent court decision that has put 
the validity of California’s second- 
parent adoptions into question. 
Speakers from the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights will address 
the rally and explain the impact of 
the ruling in the case. 

The 4th District Court of Ap¬ 
peal in San Diego originally ruled 
in Sharon S. v. Supreme Court that 
second-parent adoptions were not 
legal under existing state laws. The 


court recently revised its ruling to 
state its decision does not affect 
existing second-parent adoptions. 

The court case involved a sec¬ 
ond-parent adoption between for¬ 
mer partners Sharon Silverstein 
and Annette Friskopp. The 
women broke up before a second- 
parent adoption was finalized in¬ 
volving a child born to Silverstein 
in 1999 and raised by the couple. 

Silverstein sued and her 
lawyers argued that second-parent 
adoptions are invalid. Two of the 
judges on the three-judge panel 
agreed and ruled in her favor. 
Since the decision, other gay and 
lesbian couples have feared their 
second-parent adoptions are now 
null and void. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s AB25, which goes into 
effect January 1, includes a mech¬ 


anism whereby same-sex couples 
can become parents of their part¬ 
ner’s children through step-parent 
adoptions if they are registered 
with the state’s domestic partner 
registry. 

However, future second-parent 
adoptions may not be possible if 
the state Legislature does not 
enact new legislation legalizing 
the procedure. COLAGE Execu¬ 
tive Director Felicia Park-Rodgers 
said the demonstration is needed 
to bring attention to the issue and 
to protect the community’s right 
to define its families. 

After the rally, COLAGE will 
host its sixth annual bowl-a-thon 
fundraiser. Past events have at¬ 
tracted more than 300 kids of les¬ 
bian, gay, bi, and trans parents, 
plus their friends and family.

Neighborhood breaks ground 
for Pink Triangle Park memorial

■jP o celebrate Human Rights 
Day, Eureka Valley residents 
and Mayor Willie Brown 
will break ground for a memorial 
at Pink Triangle Park on Monday, 
December 10. The triangular 
sculpture is the United State’s first 
permanent memorial to gay men 
and lesbians killed by German 
leader Adolf Hitler and his Nazi 
regime during World War II. 

Monday’s event coincides with 
the start of Hanukkah and the 
53rd anniversary of the United 
Nations adopting a declaration of 
human rights. City Supervisors 
Tom Ammiano and Mark Leno 
are also expected to be on hand 
for the ceremony at the small park 
at 17th and Market streets, in 
front of the former City Athletic 
Club. 

Community organizers and 
project supporters will install a 
single granite pylon out of 15 py¬ 
lons that will be installed in the 
shape of a triangle. San Francisco 
artists Susan Martin and Robert 
Bruce designed the memorial, 
which was selected by a commu¬ 
nity panel of judges on March 20. 

The project cost $60,000 and 
was paid for by donations and the 
city’s neighborhood beautification 
program. Pauline Shaver, chair of 
the Pink Triangle Park and 
Memorial Committee, and Wendy 
Nelder, director of the mayor’s 
neighborhood beautification 
fund, are scheduled to speak at the 


groundbreaking. 

, The memorial is in addition to 
100 rose bushes already planted 
on the approximately 1,000 square 
foot parcel of land owned by the 
city’s Department of Public 
Works. Area residents planted the 
first roses on October 21, 2000 as 
a way to clean up and reclaim the 
abandoned lot. 

“When we started a year ago, it 
was a forlorn, abandoned pile of 
dirt,” said Gustavo Serina, presi¬ 
dent-elect of the Eureka Valley 
Promotion Association. 

In April of 2000, area resident 
Joe Foster visited the Schwules 
Museum, a gay museum in Berlin, 
and saw an exhibit on gay and les¬ 
bian victims of Hitler’s concentra¬ 
tion camps. That visit sparked the 


idea for Pink Triangle Park, which 
he shared with neighbors. 

At the International Gay and 
Lesbian Film Festival that June, 
Foster and Herb Cohn asked 
moviegoers waiting in line for the 
film Paragraph 175 , a documen¬ 
tary dealing with atrocities en¬ 
dured by gays and lesbians under 
the Nazis, to sign a petition sup¬ 
porting the plan. Eventually more 
than 100 people signed the peti¬ 
tion asking the city to develop the 
lot into a park. 

“What started us on this theme 
is that people liked the idea of 
dedicating that space so close to 
Harvey Milk Plaza to the victims 
of discrimination,” said Foster. 

The groundbreaking ceremony 
will begin at 11:30 a.m. ▼

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SF likely to be a ‘sanctuary 7 
for medical marijuana users

W ith a veto-proof resolu¬ 
tion headed for the 
mayor’s desk, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors on 
Monday, December 3 declared the 
city to be what Supervisor Mark 
Leno terms a “sanctuary” for med¬ 
ical cannabis.

L ast Wednesday, November 
28, the federal government 
gave researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Diego 
final approval to conduct a study 
of medical marijuana. 

The study, which will look at 
the effects of cannabis on neural 
conditions such as multiple sclero¬ 
sis and AIDS-related neuropathy, 
will be conducted by two neurolo¬ 
gy professors at the university. 

Multiple sclerosis - along with 
nausea and loss of appetite - has 
long been among the conditions 
anecdotally reported to improve 
with marijuana use, and several 
medical cannabis buyers clubs 
provide the herb for this indica¬ 
tion. A multiple sclerosis patient 
was among the few who received 
medicinal cannabis as part of a 
now-ended compassionate use in¬ 
vestigational new drug program 
run by the Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

A study currently under way in 
San Mateo County is looking at 
the effect of marijuana on nerve 
pain and numbness in the feet and 
hands in people with AIDS taking 
antiretroviral therapy; certain 
anti-HIV drugs are associated 
with neurological problems. The 
study, in which participants are 
given cannabis provided by the 


Leno’s legislation is, in part, a 
reaction to recent federal raids on 
pot clubs in Southern California 
and elsewhere around the state. 
What it basically says to the feder¬ 
al government is, “Don’t even 
think of troubling our medical 
cannabis clubs, patients, and care¬ 
givers.” 

The legislation was co-spon¬ 
sored by nine of the 11 board 


federal government, is the nation’s 
first locally funded medical mari¬ 
juana study. In addition, re¬ 
searchers in Canada are studying 
a cannabis extract as a treatment 
for multiple sclerosis and chronic 
pain related to spinal cord injury. 

The new study will be the first 
to be conducted by UCSD’s Cen¬ 
ter for Medicinal Cannabis Re¬ 
search, which was created by the 
California Legislature in 1999. 
Other federally approved cannabis 
research is conducted at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco, led by Dr. Don Abrams. 

In approving the research, the 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion said it wanted to introduce 
science into the medical marijua¬ 
na debate. 

“The question of whether mar¬ 
ijuana has any legitimate medical 
purpose should be determined by 
sound science and medicine,” said 
DEA chief Asa Hutchinson. 

Congress has declared that 
cannabis has no accepted medical 
use, a position upheld by the 
Supreme Court last May. Various 
groups, including the Institute of 
Medicine, have found that past re¬ 
search indicates that the herb has 
medicinal benefits. Controlled 
studies of medical marijuana are 
scarce because the federal govern¬ 
ment has historically been reluc¬ 
tant to allow such research to go 
forward. ▼ 


members. At the meeting, only 
Supervisor Tony Hall dissented in 
the 10-1 vote. 

Leno said that his measure will 
be mainly symbolic. 

He said that despite the pas¬ 
sage of Proposition 215 in 1996, 
which provided a mechanism for 
recommendations of marijuana 
by physicians in California, feder¬ 
al law still classifies pot as a Sched¬ 
ule I narcotic, in the same catego¬ 
ry as heroin. 

That conflict between state and 
federal law has stymied the imple¬ 
mentation of Proposition 215, 
also known as the California 
Compassionate Use act. 

Because of the conflict, be¬ 
cause of the vague wording of the 
proposition itself, and because of 
a lack of clear direction from the 
state attorney general’s office, of¬ 
ficials in California counties have 
been forced to craft individual in¬ 
terpretations and set their own 
standards for what constitutes 
reasonable medicinal marijuana 
use. 

At a meeting last week of the 
board’s Public Health and Envi¬ 
ronment Committee, which heard 
the legislation first, Terence Halli- 
nan said, “As long as I am the dis¬ 
trict attorney of San Francisco, the 
District Attorney’s office will 
never harass doctors or patients.” 

The San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment published a policy in 
February which provides that sus¬ 
pects who are apprehended with 


marijuana in their possession are 
to be released - and their pot re¬ 
turned to them - if the “officer has 
a reasonable belief that the mari¬ 
juana is for medical purposes.” 

The federal government re¬ 
mains determined that there is no 
difference between medical neces¬ 
sity and getting stoned for fun. 

“Our job is to enforce the drug 
laws of the United States,” said 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion spokesman Rich Meyer. “Ac¬ 
cording to the Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act, marijuana is a Sched¬ 
ule I drug. That means it has no 
medical value and a high potential 
for abuse.” 

Meyer allowed that the DEA is 
more interested in sellers of mar¬ 
ijuana than pot smokers. “We tar¬ 
get large scale distributors,” he 
said. “We see users as victims of 
drug trafficking. Our hearts go 
out to those people who are sick, 
but we think marijuana is even 
more harmful to them than to 
other people.” 

Meyer would not comment on 
whether DEA is planning raids on 
San Francisco’s medical marijua¬ 
na clubs. 

At the supervisors’ committee 
hearing, representatives of Martin 
dePorres, a Catholic Charities ser¬ 
vice center on Divisadero Street, 
said that doctors are afraid to rec¬ 
ommend marijuana for their pa¬ 
tients because of its questionable 
legal status.

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Herrera for city attorney 


W e suspect that most San Francis¬ 
cans aren’t paying too much atten¬ 
tion to the December 11 runoff for 
city attorney - but they should. For LGBT 
voters in particular, the choice is clear and 
we unequivocally urge people to vote for 
Dennis Herrera 

Herrera, former president of the Police 
Commission and an attorney, has what it 
takes to continue the public interest work for 
which the San Francisco City Attorney’s of¬ 
fice has become well-known. Outgoing City 
Attorney Louise Renne has endorsed Her¬ 
rera, as has every gay and lesbian elected of¬ 
ficial in the city. Notably, the city’s two LGBT 
Democratic clubs also support Herrera. 

Recently Herrera has won over progres¬ 
sive voters who may have backed other can¬ 
didates in last month’s election. Herrera at- 
. tributed this support to the fact that pro¬ 
gressives looked at his record and decided 
that he is a “fair-minded guy.” We agree. 

The city attorney is arguably the second 
most important elected position, just after 
mayor. During her long tenure, Renne 
fought against Big Tobacco and gun manu¬ 
facturers; her office stood firmly behind San 
Francisco’s landmark equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance. The law, which requires companies 
that do business with the city to offer bene¬ 
fits to domestic partners of employees if 
they offer those benefits to employee’s 
spouses, has resulted in thousands of busi¬ 
nesses offering such programs, thereby ad¬ 
vancing equality for same-sex couples. The 
ordinance is still tied up in court with Unit¬ 
ed Airlines continuing its appeal against the 
city over the law, despite offering some ben¬ 
efits under the ordinance to its eligible 
workers. It is a testament to the activists 
who drafted the law, the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors which passed it, and Mayor Brown who 
signed it that the ordinance has so far with¬ 
stood every court challenge brought by 
United Airlines and other businesses that 
are represented by lawyers affiliated with 
Christian conservative Pat Robertson. 

Herrera’s opponent in Tuesday’s runoff, 
former deputy mayor Jim Lazarus, took a 
$500 campaign contribution (the maximum 
allowed under city law) from United Airlines 
a couple of months ago. So, as gay rights ac¬ 


tivists have pointed out, Lazarus took money 
from a named plaintiff in a lawsuit against 
the city, one which the City Attorney’s office 
is defending. How can Lazarus be expected 
to maintain the high caliber defense 
of the equal benefits ordinance 
when he took money from the 
company fighting against it? , 

We spoke with Herrera the 
other day, and he assured us - as 
he has stated repeatedly during the 
campaign - that he would continue the 
outstanding defense of the equal bene¬ 
fits ordinance should he be 
elected: “I will vigilantly de¬ 
fend that,” he said. 

In fact, Herrera has pledged 
to build on the successes of the City Attorney’s 
office. As an office of more than 300 lawyers 
and legal support staff, the city attorney pro¬ 
vides impartial legal services to the mayor, 
Board of Supervisors, the school district, and 
the city’s 94 departments, boards, commis¬ 
sions, and offices. 


Herrera has legal and administrative 
skills that would serve the city well. He has 
experience managing a large staff from his 
stint in the U.S. Maritime Administration 
under former Transportation Secretary Fed¬ 
erico Pena. There, he rose to chief of 
staff, directing some 1,000 employees 
and supervising the agency’s daily op¬ 
erations. 

Herrera offers a vision that is in 
line with most San Franciscans. We are 
often on the cutting edge of legal mat¬ 
ters, with the fight against Big To¬ 
bacco and the equal benefits 
ordinance being just two ex¬ 
amples. We are deeply con¬ 
cerned that if Lazarus is elect¬ 
ed, the City Attorney’s office will take a less 
active role in fighting for the rights of all city 
residents and that landmark legislation 
might not get the defense it deserves if chal¬ 
lenged in court. 

This Tuesday, December 11, vote for 
Dennis Herrera for city attorney. ▼

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Get real about homelessness

T he San Francisco Chronicle recently 
ran some eye-popping articles on 
homelessness. It turns out the city 
spends $200,000,000 a year on the problem, 
or more than $22,000 an hour. Yet home¬ 
lessness here is as bad now as it’s ever been. 
Just take a stroll around the Castro and see 
for yourself. 

What went wrong? A big part of the prob¬ 
lem is confusion and denial about who “the 
homeless” are. In reality, this term is am¬ 
biguous and covers different kinds of people. 
Understanding the differences will help us 
come up with more realistic solutions. 

One kind of homeless person consists of 
San Francisco residents who become home¬ 
less through some calamity. For example, 
your landlord uses the Ellis Act to evict you. 
Or AIDS eats up your financial resources, 
and you can no longer pay your rent. Or a 
fire in your building burns you out. Where 
can you turn for help? 

There’s a second kind of homeless per¬ 
son, very different from the first. This group 
consists of itinerant addicts and alcoholics 
who wander from city to city. They come 
from all social classes, rich and poor, live on 
the streets, and sell drugs in order to pay for 
their addictions. They are part of a nomadic 
narcoculture with its own toxic mores. 

A third kind of homeless person consists 
of those who are mentally dysfunctional. 
Some years ago, mental health reformers 
convinced many states to shut down their 
asylums, releasing residents into the gener¬ 
al population. The reformers expected that 
local communities would take up the slack. 
Few did. Now thousands of hapless souls 
wander about unable to attend to their most 
basic needs. 


The Chronicle estimates that 70 percent 
of the homeless here belong to the second 
or third categories, or both. This stark fact 
has implications for the city’s resources and 
also for life on the street. For example, 20 
percent of ambulance trips to the city’s 
emergency rooms involve homeless drunks. 
Drug overdose is the leading cause of death 
among the homeless. The homeless of the 
second and third kind compete with the 
homeless of the first kind for available so¬ 
cial services. 

So what should we do? At least the 
following: 

• Enforce a significant residency 
requirement for access to the fullest 
social services in the city. We can’t 
solve the homeless problem for all 
America. We can do something for 
San Franciscans. If we try 
to do more than that, we 
will be inundated with 
the homeless from all 
over the country, as is already happening. 
No city, regardless of its resources, can with¬ 
stand such an onslaught. 

• Create shelters that are clean and well 
run, and that have showers and laundry fa¬ 
cilities. The city has reduced overall shelter 
space in recent years. Conditions in the shel¬ 
ters that remain are often disgraceful. You 
find used needles on shower floors, filthy 
toilets, and vermin-infested beds. Residents 
fear for their safety. People would rather 
sleep under a highway overpass than in such 
degradation. Who can blame them? Ironi¬ 
cally, some homeless advocates scoff at shel¬ 
ters, saying the solution is to build afford¬ 
able housing. Heaven knows the city could 
use more of that. But addicts and the men¬ 
tally dysfunctional, if left to themselves, 
quickly lose even affordable housing, and 
end up on the streets again. 


• Provide treatment on demand to ad¬ 
dicts and alcoholics. At some point in their 
lives, most addicts and alcoholics are open 
to treatment. But when there are long wait¬ 
ing lists, the opportunity slips by. Everybody 
loses. Addiction should not be treated as a 
crime. On the other hand, being addicted is 
no excuse for committing a crime. 

• Enforce the law. People who sell drugs, 
get drunk in public, urinate and defecate on 
the sidewalk, violate the public peace, and 
harass passersby should be cited, prosecut¬ 
ed, and (for repeat offenders) jailed. Home¬ 
lessness is not a crime. But homelessness is 

no excuse for lawlessness, either. 

San Francisco residents have a 
right to insist that their neigh¬ 
borhoods be safe, clean, and 
peaceful. Without accountabili¬ 
ty, there is no communi¬ 
ty- 

• Bring back some 
type of mental asylum, 
both in the city and the state. Some people 
are not capable of functioning on their own 
and never will be. That’s a fact of life, and 
we have to face up to it. 

• Most important of all, open up public 
dialogue on the issue. Some homeless advo¬ 
cates have adopted a rigid party line. They 
demonize anybody who would dare dis¬ 
agree with them in any detail. But nobody 
has a corner on the truth when it comes to 
an issue as complicated as homelessness. 
Every person of good will should get a fair 
hearing for his or her ideas. We should in¬ 
vite people into the public discourse, not 
hound them out as heretics. 

Admittedly, even if the city adopted each 
of the above recommendations, much 
would remain to do. But at least we would 
take the first steps toward sanity. Why not 
do that? ▼

The Salt Lake City Olympic Committee (SLOC) - 
a separate entity from the U.S. Olympic Committee - 
is currently planning an “Olympic Rodeo” as part of 
the February 2002 Winter Olympics in that city. 
Though the committee may be reluctant to associate 
its good name with a bunch of sissies, they apparent¬ 
ly have no problem associating that same name with 
a bunch of documented animal abusers. Every major 
animal welfare organization in the U.S. condemns 
rodeos for their inherent cruelty, and for the negative 
message that such a violent activity sends to society 
at large, particularly to impressionable young chil¬ 
dren. (Only two countries are scheduled to compete, 
the U.S. and Canada.) 

It should be noted that the president of the SLOC 
is Mitt Romney, son of the former Michigan gover¬ 
nor. An August 2001 biography noted that Mr. Rom¬ 
ney also serves on the board of directors of the Boy 
Scouts of America, a notoriously homophobic orga¬ 
nization, and is the founder of Bain Capital Inc., with 
revenues of some $13 billion. 

It’s no coincidence that both the U.S. Olympic 
Committee and the Professional Rodeo Cowboys As¬ 
sociation are headquartered in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado.

Concerns over DP law 

The recent article on the passage of the domestic 
partner legislation (Assembly Bill 25) correctly listed 
many new benefits it provided to California gay and 
lesbian partners. Unfortunately one of its major ben¬ 
efit provisions - intestate succession - was dropped 
from the law at the last moment before its passage. 
This points out the need for every gay person to have 
a will or trust. This is just as important now as before 
the law was passed. 

The manner in which that provision was dropped 
from the law, has itself created other great problems 
with the law. A domestic partner won’t necessarily get 
the right to sue for wrongful death, and many gay 
people will be wrongly led to believe that their do¬ 
mestic partner can automatically inherit their prop¬ 
erty without a will. 

Intestate succession is the legal term for the law 
that determines who inherits property if someone 
dies without a will. In California, if a single person 
dies without a will, his property goes to his children if 
he has any, and if not, to his parents. What happens to 
the property of a married person is much more com¬ 
plicated, because of the concept of “community prop¬ 
erty.” A married person may own both community 
property and “separate property.” For 90 percent of 
married people, almost everything they own is com¬ 
munity property. A married person’s community 
property is inherited by their spouse. 

Migden’s bill provided that a domestic partner’s 
separate property only, would be treated like the sep¬ 


arate property of a married person. A domestic part¬ 
ner would inherit only one-third of this property if 
there was no will. The rest would go to the children, 
parents, or brothers and sisters. Of course, even this 
new “right” would equal only a tiny fraction of the in¬ 
heritance rights of married people, since most of their 
property isn’t separate property, but community 
property (such as their biggest asset - a house). It is 
the first example of how poorly the law was written. 

In dropping this provision of the law, the Legisla¬ 
ture messed up the provision giving a domestic part¬ 
ner the right to sue for wrongful death. (The decision 
in the Diane Whipple case is only a Superior Court 
decision, and is likely to be overturned by the Court of 
Appeal). 

This law gives domestic partners the right to sue 
for emotional distress caused by injury to a domestic 
partner. This was done very simply by inserting a new 
section in the code that simply said that a domestic 
partner has this right. Had the bill done the same 
thing with the right to sue for wrongful death, there 
would be no problem. Very unwisely, the bill’s writer 
chose a different technique to give domestic partners 
the right to sue for wrongful death. The right to sue 
for wrongful death was tied to the right to inherit 
property. The law now literally reads that if someone 
with children (or descendants) dies, a domestic part¬ 
ner can sue for wrongful death, but not if there are no 
children or other descendants. If there are no descen¬ 
dants, the people who can sue are those “who would 
be entitled to the property of the decedent by intestate 
succession.” 

Since the provision regarding intestate succession 
was dropped from the law, a domestic partner of 
someone without children is not going to be able to 
sue for wrongful death without winning a difficult 
fight in the Court of Appeal or Supreme Court. It 
would have to be proved that the law is ambiguous, 
and that the Legislature did not mean what it said. 

As an attorney who has argued a number of cases 
of statutory interpretation in the appellate courts, I 
can state that it is by no means a forgone conclusion 
that the domestic partner would win this case. A court 
can choose either to implement what it thought the 
Legislature intended, or to apply a law as it is literally 
written. It can reasonably base its conclusions on any 
of several conflicting principles, as it chooses. Most of 
the members of the Supreme Court are Wilson ap¬ 
pointees, and could hardly be said to have a liberal at¬ 
titude toward the extension of new rights. 

The other problem with the law is that it will lead 
many unsuspecting gay people to believe that they do 
not need a will, because their domestic partner will 
automatically inherit their property. They will be 
wrong. 

The Legislature could correct these unfortunate 
mistakes, although any corrections would not take ef¬ 
fect for another year. More importantly, the rights 
granted to domestic partners are still meager in com¬ 
parison to the rights of married people. Domestic 
partners should have the right to inherit without a 
will, and should be entitled to inherit a lot more than 
just the small portion of property that Migden’s bill 
originally would have granted. 

More importantly for gay and lesbian people, and 
something which cannot be accomplished by writing 
a will, is having the right to transfer property to your 
domestic partner without having it reassessed under 
Proposition 13. Married people have this right. It 
means a lot in terms of money. 

Since we have had so much appreciation in real es¬ 
tate, a domestic partner gets the unpleasant surprise a 
year after the death of a partner, that the property tax 
bill is now several times what it was before the death. 
This does not happen to married people. It should not 
happen to domestic partners. It should be covered in 
a domestic partners law.

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Elect Dennis Herrera 
as city attorney

T his Tuesday, December 11, 
San Francisco voters will go 
to the polls once again in a 
runoff election to elect a new city 
attorney, a position many agree is 
among the most important in city 
government, second only to that 
of the mayor. 

The San Francisco Democratic 
Party, the city’s progressive com¬ 
munity, and certainly, the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community has united solidly be¬ 
hind Dennis Herrera, a bright, 
young pro-gay attorney in the sin¬ 
gle-issue election. It is very im¬ 
portant that we make a point 
of getting out on Tuesday 
to vote. The election ex¬ 
perts are predicting a 
possible all-time low 
voter turnout on Tues 
day, with perhaps as 
few as 20 percent of 
the voters bothering 
to cast ballots. 

Herrera’s 
opponent in 
this election; 
the official candidate of the S.F. 
Republican Party, is indeed count¬ 
ing on a low voter turnout since 
he has targeted the conservative 
west of Twin Peaks and the Re¬ 
publican Pacific Heights areas 
with a well-financed absentee bal¬ 
lot effort. It is no secret that Jim 
Lazarus’s greatest fear this Tues¬ 
day,. i^that- the progressive and 
LGBT communities take the time 
to go vote. If we fail to vote, 
Lazarus, with his core conserva¬ 
tive and Republican base, would 
likely win the low turnout elec¬ 
tion; Lazarus and his Republican 
supporters are counting on that to 
happen. 

We cannot allow that to hap¬ 
pen. Let me put it as clearly as I 
can - Dennis Herrera is a proven 
friend of our community; Jim 
Lazarus, unfortunately, is not. 

Herrera has the endorsement 
of every elected gay and lesbian 
public official in the city, includ¬ 
ing Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, Treasurer Susan Leal, 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Mark Leno, College Board 
Trustee Lawrence Wong, and 
both the Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club and the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club. 

Herrera also has the endorse¬ 
ment of respected leaders like Su¬ 
pervisors Sophie Maxwell, Jake 
McGoldrick, Aaron Peskin, and 
former Supervisor Angela 
Alioto, as well as former Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Leo McCarthy, 
former District Attorney Arlo 
Smith, and retiring City Attorney 
Louise Renne. 

It should also be noted that 
Herrera’s even-handed fairness as 
a former president of the Police 
Commission has earned him the 
endorsements of both the S.F. Po¬ 
lice Officers Association (POA) 
and Mary C. Dunlap, the re¬ 
spected director of the Office of 
Citizens’ Complaints. 

Herrera, unlike his Republi¬ 
can-sponsored opponent, has 
been a proven friend of our com¬ 
munity. He has campaigned for 
and financially supported ballot 
issues supporting the LGBT com¬ 
munity, and, while president of 
the Police Commission, fought to 
install a plan to overhaul and im¬ 
prove many issues important to 
our community such as one that 
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improves how the Police Depart¬ 
ment interacts with the transgen- 
dered community. Herrera has 
been there for us - consistently. It 
is our turn on Tuesday to stand 
with him. 

Herrera’s opponent, however, 
offers our community this kind of 
record: As a candidate for super¬ 
visor in 1990, Lazarus opposed the 
entire concept of domestic part¬ 
nership and his record of support 
for the gay community since then 
shows no improvement. A current 
example of his insensitivity to the 
LGBT community comes in ac¬ 
cepting a political contribution 
($500, the maximum allowed by 
law) from United Airlines, a 
named plaintiff in the 
lawsuit to overturn the 
equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance. The ordinance 
is law in San Francis¬ 
co but is currently 
being appealed by 
United Airlines and 
others (the ordinance 
_ is being de¬ 
fended by the 
_ City Attor¬ 
ney’s office)in 
the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals. 
As longtime gay activist Jeff 
Sheehy put it recently: “What 
kind of defense of this equal ben¬ 
efits law can we expect when the 
officer of the city charged with de¬ 
fending it takes a maximum cam¬ 
paign donation from a plaintiff in 
the lawsuit against the city?” 

Herrera and his wife, Anne, 
have also stood strong with us in 
the fight against the AIDS epi¬ 
demic; he has been there both 
with his time and his money. In 
contrast, during the height of the 
AIDS epidemic in the 1980s, for¬ 
mer Supervisor Harry Britt 
sought to change language defin¬ 
ing AIDS as a “medical condition” 
to “physical condition” and was 
met with a negative reaction from 
Lazarus. According to a 1987 arti¬ 
cle in the San Francisco Chronicle, 
Britt wanted the change to pro¬ 
vide AIDS patients with the same 
state and federal protections guar¬ 
anteed to disabled people. Lazarus 
ruled out the change. “AIDS is a 
disease, not a handicap,” the paper 
quoted him as saying. 

The election on Tuesday for 
city attorney couldn’t be more 
simple - Dennis Herrera, the De¬ 
mocratic Party candidate, is a 
proven friend of our community; 
Jim Lazarus, the Republican 
Party-endorsed candidate, is not 
our community’s friend. Please, 
whatever else you find time to do 
this Tuesday, get to the polls and 
vote - it is so very important. We 
have a chance to elect a good 
friend as our next city attorney - 
that friend is Dennis Herrera.

Department: Weeks after the No¬ 
vember 6 election, the Coast 
Guard fished the tops of eight bal¬ 
lot boxes out of San Francisco Bay. 
Then, a couple of days later, 240 
uncounted ballots were found 
stuck in voting machines. And the 
Examiner asks, “Can’t those guys 
get anything right?” Of course 
not. And don’t expect them to ei¬ 
ther. All of them should be fired, 
starting with City Administrator 
Bill Lee. 

The Democratic Women’s 
Forum is being pretty selective 
about its endorsements (the 
group bypassed several of them 
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altogether) but did endorse Asses¬ 
sor Doris Ward for re-election 
and Supervisor Mark Leno for 
Assembly in the 13th District. 
Leno also got the nod from the 
California Professional Firefight¬ 
ers Association last week. 

Still smarting over losing two 
governor’s offices to Democrats in 
the November 6 election, the Na¬ 
tional Republican Committee 
chairman Jim Gilmore (also the 
current Virginia governor) took 
the hint and stepped aside this 
week as GOP party boss. Gilmore 
was unable to even hold the gov¬ 
ernor’s office in his home state of 
Virginia - it went Democratic 
along with New Jersey last month. 
George W. Bush and his politi¬ 
cal guru Karl Rove this week 
tapped former Montana Gover¬ 
nor Marc Racicot as the next Re¬ 
publican Party chair. 

The Log Cabin Club of San 
Francisco will hold its annual hol¬ 
iday awards dinner December 18 
at Carta Restaurant, 1760 Market 
Street - $50; cocktails, 6:30; din¬ 
ner 7:30. San Francisco Chronicle 
political columnist Debra Saun¬ 
ders will be guest speaker and the 
GOP club will present its Leonard 
Matlovich Defender of Freedom 
and Ron Kershaw Service to the 
Community awards (786-8131 for 
tix and info). 

Santa Rosa Mayor Michael 
Martini is challenging U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative Lynn Woolsey (D- 
Petaluma) in the 6th Congres¬ 
sional District Democratic prima¬ 
ry next March; Martini is using 
Woolsey’s vote against an anti-ter¬ 
rorism bill as his main issue, and 
although Woolsey has never had a 
strong primary or general election 
challenge, the Santa Rosa mayor 
could provide her with one. Still, 
despite what some of her own 
supporters feel was not a smart 
vote, put your money on Woolsey 
in this one. 

Houston Mayor Lee Brown, 
that city’s first black in that office, 
was re-elected Saturday as mayor 
of the nation’s fourth largest city. 
After the Bush family had at¬ 
tempted to turn the officially non¬ 
partisan city election into a party 
political contest by endorsing the 
conservative Republican, Orlando 
Sanchez, Brown, a Democrat, 
won the runoff election by suc¬ 
cessfully using a recorded message 
to voters from former President 
Bill Clinton. 

In California’s 18th Congres¬ 
sional District, well-known busi¬ 
nessman Tom Ciccarelli and 
state Senator Jim Costa (D-Fres- 
no) have both dropped out of the 
Democratic primary in support of 
Assemblyman Dennis Cardoza, 
fearing that incumbent Represen- 
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Broadway’s lavender marriages’

T oday, stage actors like Cher¬ 
ry Jones and Nathan Lane 
can be openly gay and enjoy 
successful careers. So, too, can gay 
directors and playwrights. But in 
the early decades of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, the closet doors of Broadway 
were firmly shut, and many les¬ 
bian and gay stage personal¬ 
ities entered into “lavender 
marriages,” choosing to 
wed each other to hide 
their same-sex proclivities. 

One example was “the first 
lady of the American the¬ 
ater,” actor Katharine 
Cornell, and her hus¬ 
band, director 

Guthrie McClintic. 

When Cornell made her Broad¬ 
way debut in 1921 in Nice People, 
her performance caught the eye of 
McClintic, who made a note to 
himself about Cornell’s acting 
ability: “Interesting. Monotonous. 
Watch.” 

Within a few months, the two 
married and remained together 
until McClintic’s death in 1961. 
During that 40-year period, Mc¬ 
Clintic directed his wife in such 
theatrical triumphs as The Barretts 
of Wimpole Street, Candida, and 
Romeo and Juliet. When he died, 
Cornell retired from the stage. 

To the public, Cornell and Mc¬ 
Clintic looked like a committed 
straight couple who were partners 
in both love and work. But col¬ 
leagues of “Kit and Guth” knew a 
different side of their relationship. 
According to the backstage 


grapevine, the two moved into 
separate bedrooms not long after 
they wed and followed complete¬ 
ly different emotional paths. 

For Cornell, that meant pas¬ 
sionate friendships with several 
women in succession - first with 
Gertrude Macy, her longtime secre¬ 
tary and assistant, from whom she 
was said to be inseparable; and later 
with Nancy Hamilton, a play¬ 
wright. An actor who knew 
Cornell once told gay writer 
Paul Monette (a friend of 
Macy’s) that the two 
women were the “great 
loves” of Cornell’s life. 
McClintic’s same-sex 
relationships tended 
to be brief flings, 
often with young 
men who worked 
with him either as actors or back- 
stage hands. An accommodating 
wife, Cornell often invited Mc¬ 
Clintic’s young men for dinner or 
weekend visits. 

Two of Cornell and McClin¬ 
tic’s contemporaries, Alfred Lunt 
and Lynn Fontanne, also entered 
into a lavender union. British- 
born Fontanne came to New York 
in 1916 and, a year later, met and 
became friends with Lunt, an 
American actor five years her ju¬ 
nior. They married in 1922, and, 
from that moment on, always 
acted together, becoming the most 
famous theatrical duo in history. 
So famous and inseparable were 
they that, in 1958, a Broadway 
theater was named in their joint 
honor; the Lunt-Fontanne is still 
in operation on 46th Street. 

Their marriage, which lasted 


55 years, seems to have been pri¬ 
marily a savvy career move. Play¬ 
wright Noel Coward, himself a 
gay man, was an intimate of “the 
Lunts” (as they were known) and 
told the couple’s biographer that 
their marriage had been part of a 
plan to become “idols of the pub¬ 
lic” - and perhaps to surpass their 
rivals, the Barrymores. 

Lunt and Fontanne were in¬ 
tensely private and left no traces 
of their same-sex activities. They 
sought out and orchestrated press 
interviews that would play up 
their devotion to each other. Still, 


there were persistent rumors 
about them in tabloids like Broad¬ 
way Brevities, which, in one 1933 
item, called an unnamed hus- 
band-and-wife team “queer as a 
couple of bugs.” The husband, the 
paper reported, was “a pansy who 
is conducting an affair with his 
male secretary,” while the wife is “a 
lesbian and has several girls acting 
as her lovers.” 

Fontanne enjoyed intimate 
friendships with a number of 
women, including fellow actor Lau- 
rette Taylor, in whose theatrical 
company she worked when she first 
came to the States. (Taylor, in turn, 
was married to playwright Hartley 


Manners, and their union was also 
rumored to be “of convenience.”) 
According to one account, Taylor 
engineered Lunt and Fontanne’s 
union, then got jealous and broke 
off her relationship with Fontanne 
when Lunt began exerting too 
much influence over his wife. 

Like McClintic, Lunt seems to 
have pursued a number of discreet 
sexual liaisons with young men of 
the theater. It’s been proposed, 
too, that Noel Coward’s famous 
Design for Living (1933) - a bed¬ 
room comedy with a strong bisex¬ 
ual undercurrent, written for him¬ 


self and the Lunts to perform - 
may have been autobiographical 
and that the playwright had affairs 
with both Lunt and Fontanne. 

Lavender marriages continued 
to be popular in the 1940s, when 
actor Mary Martin got her start. 
Martin was a brash tomboy who 
made her name on Broadway in 
musicals like South Pacific, The 
Sound of Music, and Peter Pan. By 
her side was her husband-manag¬ 
er Richard Halliday, whose inter¬ 
ests included shopping for an¬ 
tiques with his mother, decorating 
the couple’s homes, and choosing 
his wife’s wardrobe and hairstyles. 

Martin and Halliday’s best 


friends were another lavender 
couple - film actor Janet Gaynor 
and her costume-designer hus¬ 
band Adrian. In her autobiogra¬ 
phy, Martin called Gaynor her 
“closest, most special friend.” After 
their husbands were out of the 
picture (Halliday died; Gaynor

This election is critical to the LGBT Community.

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R ecently, a gay male reader 
wrote me a letter praising 
my column, but also worry¬ 
ing that its title, “Lesbian No¬ 
tions,” might “ghettoize” my writ¬ 
ing. His fear was that some gay 
men “may not be looking at your 
work because you write under a 
lesbian banner,” even though I al¬ 
ways write about issues of concern 
to the queer community in gener¬ 
al. This reader raised a provocative 
question: What is a “lesbian per¬ 
spective” and why is it still consid¬ 
ered “separate” instead of “univer¬ 
sal”? 

First, some history: I started 
writing this column in 1997, after 
answering an ad from Q Syndicate 
for a writer to pen an op-ed col¬ 
umn on politics and culture from 
a progressive, lesbian-femi¬ 
nist point of view. Although 
there were a few lesbian jour¬ 
nalists offering serious politi¬ 
cal analysis on a national 
level (at that time, primarily 
Deb Price and Urvashi 
Vaid), there was a 
dearth of lesbian 
voices in local gay 
publications, 
even those 
edited by 
women. And 
when lesbian writers did get a 
platform in local gay papers, they 
tended to write about personal 
topics - nasty break-ups, the trials 
of being" single, growing up as 
tomboys. 

The name “Lesbian Notions” 
was meant to suggest lesbian-fem¬ 
inism in a subtle way by playing off 
the old 1970s term “Lesbian Na¬ 
tion.” But the column was decid¬ 
edly not separatist; the audience 
was always meant to be women 
and men of all ages, races, and eco¬ 
nomic levels. For that reason, the 
topics covered were, and continue 
to be, of broad interest to the 
queer community - from domes¬ 
tic partnership and same-sex mar¬ 
riage to Washington politics, 
transgender issues, welfare, and 
the World Trade Center disaster. 

Almost five years later, there 
still isn’t much political analysis in 
the gay press written by lesbians. 
And when most people in our 
community think of political 
analysis from a broader gay per¬ 
spective, it’s names like Michelan¬ 
gelo Signorile, Andrew Sullivan, 
and Rex Wockner that spring to 
mind. 

Why is that? A lot of it, of 
course, has to do with the state of 
journalism in general. There isn’t 
that much women’s political per¬ 
spective in the mainstream or al¬ 
ternative press either. Not long 
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Lesbian Notions 


ago in an online feminist discus¬ 
sion forum, Katha Pollitt, a 
columnist for The Nation , ob¬ 
served, that “women writers are 
scarce” at her magazine and at 
other leftist publications. She the¬ 
orized that the problem was due 
to “sheer sexism” and the “ghet- 
toization of women writers to 
women’s issues.” Indeed, 
when you look at every¬ 
thing from op-ed pages to 
the makeup of Congress, 
politics is still considered the 
province of men. 

That might explain 
why, a few years back, a 
gay male publisher de¬ 
cided to stop running my 
column in his 
paper be- 
cause he 
thought I 
didn’t deal often enough with “les¬ 
bian topics.” My column, he said, 
might just as well have been called 
“Gay Notions” for how often 1 
wrote on broad issues. But what, 1 
wonder, would a specifically “les¬ 
bian topic” be? Martina? Melissa? 
Softball? 

The kind of public response 
my column has garnered is also 
worth noting. I tend to get more 
mail from males when the head¬ 
line indicates it has something to 
do with them directly. The most 
response I ever got to a column, 
for example, was for a commen¬ 
tary headlined in some papers as 
“The Emasculation of Gay Poli¬ 
tics” and in others as “Lesbians 
Have Ruined the Gay Move¬ 
ment?” (a critique of a talk by An¬ 
drew Sullivan, for which the re¬ 
sponse was overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive). Another recent piece that 
generated a lot of letters from men 
(this time mostly angry) was “The 
Other Side of ‘Manliness,’” in 
which I looked at homophobia 
and sexism in traditionally male 
jobs like firefighting - a touchy 
subject these days. 

So what is a “lesbian perspec¬ 
tive”? Webster’s offers this defini¬ 
tion of “perspective”: “the interre¬ 
lation in which a subject or its 
parts are mentally viewed.” That’s 
a good description of what an op¬ 
ed writer tries to accomplish - to

put the pieces of an issue together 
into a coherent picture. In doing 
so, all commentators bring with 
them personal history. My writing 
on political topics is informed by 
being a white woman, a lapsed 
Catholic, the second person in my 
large, extended family to graduate 
from college (my older sister was 
the first), and, of course, a lesbian. 

Yet, unfortunately, our culture 
still tends to value the male (and 
specifically the white straight 
male) perspective as universal, 
while other perspectives - of 
women, blacks, and gays, for ex¬ 
ample - are ghettoized. And with¬ 
in gay and lesbian culture, further 
ghettoizing can occur, with “les¬ 
bian” signaling a fringe view that 
can’t possibly interest the com¬ 
munity as a whole. 

There’s not a quick fix to this. 
The idea of changing my column’s 
name to a gender-neutral one re¬ 
minds me of when women writers 
worked under male pseudonyms 
or used initials to get their work 
accepted. The solution, I believe, 
lies more with readers, who need 
to recognize that many different 
viewpoints can have universal in¬ 
terest. T

Hera’s caretakers file 
appeal with state high court

T he fate of the surviving dog 
that was involved in the fatal 
mauling of Diane Whipple is 
in the hands of the California 
Supreme Court. 

In a hearing last Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 30, San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge James Warren denied a 
defense motion to keep Hera alive. 
Attorneys for Robert Noel and 
Marjorie Knoller, the husband-wife 
caretakers of the two dogs involved 
in the attack, argued that Hera 
should be kept alive as evidence in 
the criminal case against them. 
Bane, the male dog that instigated 
the mauling, was put down shortly 
after the January 26 attack. 

A San Francisco deputy city at¬ 
torney argued that a city order to 
euthanize Hera should be carried 
out because the dog continues to 
present a danger to others. Since 
the incident, Hera has been kept 
in a cage in the custody of Animal 
Care and Control. 

Knoller’s attorney, Nedra Ruiz, 
argued passionately that putting 
Hera to death would amount to 
“an action of suppression of evi¬ 
dence.” Ruiz said that a jury 


should be allowed to see for them¬ 
selves Hera’s non-aggressive and 
gentle nature. She told Warren 
that Hera is “direct evidence” of 
the kind of behavior of which the 
dog is capable. 

Making it clear early on that he 
wasn’t buying Ruiz’s arguments, 
Warren interrupted: “The dog 
could be capable of flying but 
that’s not relevant, what’s relevant 
is the dog’s behavior on January 
26,2001.” 

Noel’s attorney, Bruce 
Hotchkiss, suggested the case is 
analogous to one that involved a 
car accident. Hotchkiss said that 
just as a wrecked car should be 
preserved as evidence, so should 
Hera be kept alive as evidence. 

After hearing more than an 
hour’s worth of arguments, War¬ 
ren ruled that there was no reason 
to keep Hera alive for the trial. 

In a telephone interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter on Monday, 
December 3, Knoller said that 
Noel filed an appeal with the Cal¬ 
ifornia Supreme Court just after 
the hearing on Friday. City offi¬ 
cials said that they would contin¬ 
ue to keep Hera alive until the 
couple exhausted their appeals. 

During Friday’s hearing, 


Knoller appeared in court in a 
padded neck collar but she ap¬ 
peared in much better health than 
at a hearing held a week earlier. 
Unlike the earlier hearing, Knoller 
was able to walk into court with¬ 
out assistance. 

Knoller told the B.A.R. that 
doctors at San Francisco General 
Hospital are still baffled by the 
source of the severe bruising that 
first appeared on her legs in Sep¬ 
tember. Knoller said she planned 
to seek a second opinion after 
SFGH doctors suggested that the 
bruising is being caused by trauma 
that she was intentionally or unin¬ 
tentionally inflicting upon herself. 

Knoller said she wears a 
padded neck collar to treat the in¬ 
jury that she got while trying to 
restrain Bane during the deadly 
hallway attack on Whipple, her 
next door neighbor. 

Knoller, 46, is being charged 
with second-degree murder. Noel, 
60, who was not with the dogs 
during the attack, faces involun¬ 
tary manslaughter as his most se¬ 
rious charge. Each also faces a 
charge of keeping a mischievous 
animal that killed a human being. 

The trial is slated for January 
22 in Los Angeles. ▼

Home(ophobic) Depot 
coming to town?

A mammoth chain store that 
can legally ignore neigh¬ 
borhood concerns and re¬ 
fuses to offer domestic partner¬ 
ship benefits to its employees is 
close to getting the go-ahead to 
build and operate in San Francis¬ 
co. 

Home Depot is in negotiations 
to open a 150,000 square foot 
business - the largest Home 
Depot in the country - in the 
space left vacant by Goodman’s 
Lumber on Bayshore Avenue, 
right below the residential area of 
Bernal Heights and in the heart of 
the Bayview’s industrial district. 
Because the existing planning 
process requires only minimal ap¬ 
proval, there is very little standing 
in its way, and the company has 
refused even to discuss domestic 
partnership, according to those 
opposed to the store. 

“From a gay and lesbian point 
of view, it is hard to grasp that a 
company could come into San 
Francisco and not be willing to 
offer domestic partnership bene¬ 
fits,” said Liz Linale, a Bernal 
Heights lesbian who is actively 
working against the store, mostly 
because of its neighborhood im¬ 
pact. 

“We will be faced with an enor¬ 
mous amount of traffic. And I 
don’t know that their big box fits 
anywhere in San Francisco,” said 
Linale, who as an employee of 
Cole Hardware is also worried 
about the store’s impact on local 
businesses. 

“Home Depot is destination 
shopping,” she said. “It’s not like 
people going to the store will be 
stopping at all the local businesses 


along the way. And I can’t even 
begin to imagine what an 8,000 
square foot nursery will do to all 
the city’s small plant shops.” 

Rick Karp, president of Cole 
Hardware, has concerns not only 
for local businesses but for the 
character of the city. 

“They expect to do $40 million 
of business out of that store, when 
the home improvement market in 
San Francisco is just $49 million. 
We’re talking about losing neigh¬ 
borhood paint shops, tile shops, 
supply shops, lumber yards, and 
the list goes on.” 

We’re also talking about eye¬ 
sores, according to Karp, who 
pointed out that as the law stands 
“any big box retail store like Tar¬ 
get or Wal Mart could come into 
the city without scrutiny.” 

“They’ve saturated suburban 
and rural America and now 
they’re trying to grow into the 
cities. It will change the nature of 
San Francisco.” 

Linale, Karp, and other oppo¬ 
nents have appealed the Planning 
Commission’s decision to allow 
Home Depot into the city. But 
what neighborhood activists are 
banking on is pending legislation 
introduced by Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano that 
would subject giant stores to more 
neighborhood input. 

The legislation, according to 
Ammiano’s office, would require 
all big box retail operations over 
50,000 square feet (except grocery 
stores) to get approval through a 
conditional use process. This 
process means that the Planning 
Commission can adopt condi¬ 
tions of approval - such as lessen¬ 
ing visual or traffic concerns - in 
order for the project to go for¬ 
ward. If approval is granted, sur¬ 


Paltry sum awarded 
to gay victim of 
sexual harassment

A winning verdict was tainted 
with mixed messages and 
disappointment last month 
when a jury in the San Joaquin 
County Superior Court awarded 
just $10,000 to a plaintiff in a 
same-sex sexual harassment and 
rape case. 

The case, Silva v. Stockton Fur¬ 
ther Processing Inc., was the civil 
component to a criminal case that 
resulted in the conviction of a 
meat packing supervisor for the 
harassment and eventual rape of 
gay employee Alberto Silva. Silva 
allegedly endured the constant 
barrage of obscene, derogatory 
names in Spanish, which escalat¬ 
ed for months - in spite of Silva’s 
complaints - until January 1999, 
when his supervisor followed him 
to his car and sexually assaulted 
him after a shift. In the criminal 
case, the supervisor pleaded “no 
contest” to the charges and served 
less than one year in jail. 

In the civil case, lawyers for 
Silva argued that the company was 
liable for emotional distress and 
future medical costs because it 


failed to enforce its own sexual ha¬ 
rassment policy. Considering the 
established facts of the case, they 
had expected to be awarded hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

“We won, but the jury had a 
tough time,” said Robert Lazo of 
the San Francisco-based Employ¬ 
ment Lawyers’ Group. “We were 
surprised by the low amount. Our 
client is happy to have the valida¬ 
tion of the community; money 
was never the main motivator for 
him. But the comments from 
some of the jurors did suggest that 
they were treating this case differ¬ 
ently because of the gender and 
sexual orientation of the plaintiff.” 

Those comments included 
suggestions that Silva, as a gay 
man, probably did not suffer from 
the rape and abuse, a viewpoint 
that Lazo attributes to the more 
conservative climate of the trial’s 
venue. 

The trial began on October 23 
and concluded in mid-November. 
It required a simple 9-3 majority 
for a verdict. The jury, however, 
remained “split on almost every 
issue,” according to Lazo. “Some of 
the jurors were very supportive. 
Some of them were not.” T 


rounding property owners or five 
members of the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors can still appeal decision for 
full board hearing. This procedure 
is currently required in many 
areas of the city for many types of 
development; however, there is no 
such blanket procedure for large 
chain stores looking at San Fran¬ 
cisco in general. 

“It’s an important leverage tool 
when dealing with any big box re¬ 
tail store looking at San Francis¬ 
co,” Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Home Depot comes 
into the arena with a couple of 
strikes against it - labor practices, 
safety issues, and a very significant 
one in San Francisco, their lack of 
cooperation in granting domestic 
partnership benefits. The moral 
and ethical climate would demand 
that they had the good sense, even 
if it’s just business sense, to grant 
it. It’s disappointing that they have 
so far resisted when there is a great 
deal of support for domestic part¬ 
nership, even in the most conser¬ 
vative businesses. They’re totally 
out of the loop here.” 

Home Depot did not return 
phone calls from the B.A.R. by 
press time. 

While Ammiano’s legislation 
alone would not solve the lack of 
domestic partnership benefits at 
Home Depot, it is one of many is¬ 
sues that could come into play 
during the appeal process.

AIDS activists target Roche and 
Bayer on the eve of World AIDS Day

■ ast Friday, November 30, 
nearly 100 demonstrators 
■■ rallied in Berkeley on the eve 
of World AIDS Day to protest 
high drug prices and drug patent 
abuse. 

Carrying puppets and signs 
reading “Greed Equals Death” and 
chanting “Health care is a right,” 
protesters marched from the of¬ 
fices of Roche Diagnostics on Sev¬ 
enth Street to Bayers facility sev¬ 
eral blocks away. 

The action was sponsored by a 
coalition of groups concerned 
with drug prices and drug compa¬ 
ny policies including ACT 
UP/East Bay, HealthGAP, the 
Berkeley and Oakland Gray Pan¬ 
thers, Global Exchange, Vote 
Health, Public Citizen, the Cali¬ 
fornia Nurses Association, Hemo¬ 
philia Justice, and others; it was 
endorsed by the Berkeley City 
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Council. 

On the second anniversary of 
protests against the World Trade 
Organization in Seattle, demon¬ 
strators demanded that Roche and 
other pharmaceutical companies 
allow developing countries to use 
trade provisions known as com¬ 
pulsory licensing and parallel im¬ 
porting to make low-cost generic 
drugs available to people living 
with HIV/AIDS. In what has be¬ 
come a growing alliance, global 
justice and anti-capitalist protest¬ 
ers joined with AIDS activists to 
call for “affordable medication for 
every nation.” 

“We are putting the ‘world’ 
back in World Day’s Day,” said 
ACT UP/East Bay’s John Iversen, 
calling attention to the fact that 
some 90 percent of people with 
AIDS in the developing world do 
not have access to AIDS drugs. 

While drug companies have ar¬ 
gued that poor countries lack the 
infrastructure to make AIDS 
drugs available, Phillip Machingu- 
ra, a member of HealthGAP from 
Zimbabwe, countered that people 
in Africa are dying within reach of 
hospitals and clinics that have 
their hands tied because drugs are 
too expensive. 

Activists learned of a victory 
on Friday when Thailand agreed 
to provide subsidized treatment 
using locally produced AIDS 
drugs under its public health pro¬ 
gram after a protest by an esti¬ 
mated 1,000 people with 
HIV/AIDS in Bangkok. The pro¬ 
gram, which debuted in April, 
previously covered everything ex¬ 
cept kidney dialysis and AIDS. 
The newly-announced Thai pro¬ 
gram follows in the footsteps of a 
successful program in Brazil, 
which produces and provides 
AIDS drugs for free to all its peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS. The U.S. last 
year challenged a Brazilian law al¬ 
lowing Brazil to produce generic 
drugs; after receiving internation¬ 
al pressure, the U.S. dropped its 
case this past June. 

Although Bayer does not pro¬ 
duce AIDS drugs, the company 
has been in the news lately be¬ 
cause it holds the patent on Cipro, 
a drug used to treat anthrax. In 
October, Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Tommy Thomp¬ 
son threatened to override Bayer’s 
patent, days after Canada had 
done the same. To preserve its' 
patent rights, Bayer cut a deal with 
the U.S. government to provide 
Cipro at about half its previous 
discount price - a price that ac¬ 
tivists say still allows a 65 percent 
profit margin. Demonstrators on 
Friday decried the hypocrisy of 
the U.S. threatening action against 
a drug company’s patent when it 
serves U.S. interests, even as the 
government defends pharmaceu¬ 
tical patents on AIDS drugs in 
poor countries. 

Bayer also came under fire 
from advocates for hemophiliacs 
because the company produced 
HIV-infected blood factor, a prod¬ 
uct hemophiliacs need to control 
excessive bleeding. Activists con¬ 
tend the factor was made from 
pooled plasma collected from 
prisoners and was sold even after 
the manufacturer was aware that 
it was contaminated. According to 
Ken Baxter from Hemophilia Jus¬ 
tice, Bayer sold a product that 
“they knew would kill,” causing 
the deaths of 4,000 hemophiliacs,

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, 
in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your doctor when you start this med¬ 
icine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV 
(human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always used in combination with other anti- 
HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 
6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your 
blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces the chance of death .or infec¬ 
tions that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions 
are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to prac¬ 
tice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop treatment without first 
talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than 
for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 
5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. 
The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the 
amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resis¬ 
tance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed 
for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and take the 
next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control center or emer¬ 
gency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a 
large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose of KALETRA, it could 
make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this 
happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could cause death. 
Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or are planning to take. These 
include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU 
SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about 
all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA: 
Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as 

Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Seidane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the 
amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or 
products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. 


John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of pos¬ 
sible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and 
Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. 
Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two medicines can cause 
when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood pressure, vision changes, and 
penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or different type of con¬ 
traception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase 
your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disul- 
firam. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You 
should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may be able to help you manage 
these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools 
(bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a 
skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B 
and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems including death have occurred in 
patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some patients had other 
illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. 
You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or 
abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting complications such as 
heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this 
time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes in their diabetes med¬ 
icine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include increased fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat from the face, legs, and arms may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies 
are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you 
are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware 
that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. 
Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at 
room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of 
the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any, questions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines 
are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you have any concerns about 
this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

There is a one-time charge 
of $10 per image, and the tins 
range in price from $15-$40. 

It is now time to make your 
way further down the hill, to the 
flat and sunny part of town. 

Mission accomplished 

New stores have come and 
gone in the Mission since the 
boom went bust, but a few have 
demonstrated staying power, in¬ 
cluding Therapy, with itsmain 
location at 545 Valencia (at 17th), 
and two additional shops further 
up the street. Here is where you 
will find everything you never 
knew you needed, like a robot 
called the Gender Bender ($25), 
candles decorated with gay pulp 
fiction titles($10), and an assort¬ 
ment of homo-sawy magnets and 
trinkets in the $5 range. 


Folks looking for a true progres¬ 
sive bookstore that puts its money 
where its mouth is must shop at 
Modern Times, 888 Valencia. For 
serious as well as fun gay gifts.. 

Still thriving is Multi Kulti, 
the import store known for its be- 
yond-reasonable prices on hand¬ 
made items. Like last year, a four- 
foot painted wooden tower of 
drawers goes for $50, while small¬ 
er items start at $5. 

Also on this strip is newcomer 
Kwee Jibo, 541 Valencia, the re¬ 
placement to the recently defunct 
Dal Jeets. Although its clothing is 
expensive and the store seems rel¬ 
atively empty, its treasures are in 
the rolls of vintage-inspired fab¬ 
rics not found anywhere else in 
the city, from $6 to $20 a yard. 

Wrap it up 

Despite having hit three sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods of the Cas¬ 
tro, you’re not done yet. Keep mov¬ 
ing down Valencia, toward Market 
Street. Your packaging awaits. 

How you wrap your gifts says a lot 
about what you are giving.

SF activists remain in jail

M ichael Petrelis and David 
Pasquarelli, the two men 
arrested last week on a vari¬ 
ety of criminal charges stemming 
from their alleged harassment of 
workers in the public health and 
media professions, remain in the 
San Francisco County Jail on 
$500,000 bail each after a Superior 
Court judge last week denied de¬ 
fense motions that bail be reduced. 

Following a November 30 
hearing in San Francisco Superior 
Court, Judge Julie Tang kept the 
bail amount at $500,000 for each 
man, citing potential danger and 
the nature of the alleged crimes. 


Assistant District Attorney 
Machaela Hoctor told the judge 
that the charges warranted the 
high bail. The charges stem from 
alleged harassment against health 
and media professionals, includ¬ 
ing the Bay Area Reporter, after the 
men became enraged over reports 
of increased syphilis among gay 
men and AIDS-related coverage. 

“We are dealing with harass¬ 
ment, stalking, threats, and physi¬ 
cal following in one case,” Hoctor 
told the judge. 

Attorneys for Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli maintained the alleged 
charges were “civil matters” that 
could be addressed with restrain¬ 
ing orders, although they conced¬ 
ed that “some things they do are 


very obnoxious.” 

Hoctor told the judge that seven 
of the victims fear for their per¬ 
sonal safety and the safety of their 
families and alleged that in some 
instances, children of workers had 
been subjected to the harassment. 

Petrelis faces one felony count of 
conspiracy, three counts of felony 
stalking, four counts of felony ter¬ 
rorist threats, and 11 counts of mis¬ 
demeanor harassment. 

Pasquarelli was arrested on one 
count of felony conspiracy, two 
counts of felony stalking, four 
counts of felony terrorist threats, 
three counts of misdemeanor ha¬ 
rassment, and two counts of vio¬ 
lating a restraining order, also 
misdemeanors. V

quite well.” 

Beatrice Rusafa marched car¬ 
rying a large poster of her hemo¬ 
philiac son - a founder of ACT 
UP/Belgium - who died of AIDS 
at age 24 after being infected 
through HIV-contaminated blood 
factor.

spent over a quarter of a billion 
dollars in campaign contribu¬ 
tions, advertising, and lobbying to 
influence government policies and 
deceive the U.S. public. 

“These companies employ an 
army of well-connected lobbyists 
to carpet-bomb the Capitol with 
their false propaganda,” Claybrook 
stated. 

Although drug companies claim 
high prices are necessary to fund 
the development of new medica¬ 
tions, Claybrook said that the in¬ 
dustry last year spent nearly three 
times as much on marketing and 
administrative costs as it did on 
drug research and development. 

No representatives from either 
drug company addressed the pro- 


sible anthrax exposures such as 
tracing the itinerary of the people 
who died of inhalation anthrax 
but so far nothing else has turned 
up except cross-contamination. 

“It’s an uncomfortable situa¬ 
tion - the possibility of cross-con¬ 
tamination of mail, the probabili¬ 
ty of low-levels of [anthrax] 
spores with wide distribution,” 
Thompson said. 

The U.S. Postal Service said in 
a statement Sunday the equip¬ 
ment where the trace anthrax was 
found has been isolated for clean¬ 
ing, but the Wallingford facility 
has not been shut down. Nearly 


testers last week. 

Berkeley Vice Mayor Maudelle 
Shirek and Margo Smith of the 
Berkeley Gray Panthers and Vote 
Health both noted that an esti¬ 
mated 71 million people in the 
U.S. - many of them seniors - lack 
prescription drug coverage and 
cannot afford high-priced med¬ 
ications.

Cross in Greater New York. Dur¬ 
ing that meeting, the inequitable 
and inconsistent treatment being 
given to gays and lesbians applying 
for relief assistance was discussed. 

“This action by the Red Cross 
brings real meaning to its stated 
commitment to using a broad and 
inclusive definition of family when 
distributing assistance to all those 
who suffered on September 11, in¬ 
cluding gays and lesbians who lost 


their partners,” said Joe Grabarz, 
executive director of Empire State 
Pride Agenda. “We praise the Red 
Cross for this decision and urge it 
to use the guidelines and training 
established here to address similar 
needs as they arise in future disas¬ 
ters and emergencies.” 

With its new guidelines, the 
Red Cross becomes the first na¬ 
tional relief agency to provide de¬ 
tailed policies and procedures on 
how to respect same-sex relation¬ 
ships when determining eligibili¬ 
ty for disaster-related assistance. 

Several weeks ago, the Red 


Cross came under scathing criti¬ 
cism from congressional leaders 
and others when the organization 
announced that some of the mil¬ 
lions raised for survivors of Sep¬ 
tember 11 were to be used for in¬ 
frastructure improvements with¬ 
in the organization. The organiza¬ 
tion’s president abruptly resigned 
following those disclosures. The 
agency quickly backed off that 
plan, and has since assured politi¬ 
cal leaders and the public that all 
money raised and intended for 
disaster relief will go toward those 
relief efforts. ▼

“Patients have a real difficulty 
with getting these recommenda¬ 
tions because of a fear of retribu¬ 
tion,” said Dr. Stephen Ellis who 
makes a specialty of evaluating 
patients for medical marijuana 
therapy. 

Doctors who do recommend 
marijuana have come under fire 
from both the medical board and 
some mainstream media outlets - 
and could face sanctions from the 
DEA. The DEA controls the pre¬ 
scription mechanism for con¬ 
trolled substances. Every doctor 
who wants to write a prescription 
for such classified drugs, including 
morphine and acne cream, must 
have a registration number from 
the DEA. 

“These doctors are putting in 
jeopardy their DEA license,” said 
the DEA’s Meyer. “They have to 
abide by certain rules.” 

Last Tuesday, November 27, 
KTVU Channel 2 aired what it 
termed an investigative report 
into how easy it is get a recom¬ 
mendation for medical marijua¬ 


na. 

The station sent a person, 
whom it will not identify but who 
the report said is a producer at the 
station, into Ellis’s office with 
what reporter John Fowler de¬ 
scribed on the air as a doctor’s 
note about “a minor sports-relat¬ 
ed knee injury.” 

The report went on to criticize 
Ellis for recommending marijua¬ 
na and stated that it is very easy to 
get a recommendation for med¬ 
ical pot in San Francisco. 

“The reporter [John Fowler] 
knows the truth,” Ellis said. “The 
patient presented with a note of 
diagnosis from his physician stat¬ 
ing a qualifying chronic pain con¬ 
dition. In that sense, it is easy to 
get a recommendation, and it 
should be.” 

East Bay Dr. Tod Mikuriya said 
he has been the subject of multi¬ 
ple investigations by the medical 
board and said he is being ha¬ 
rassed. 

Because of this fear among 
doctors, San Francisco has imple¬ 
mented an identification card sys¬ 
tem to identify medical pot users. 
Once a physician sends a recom¬ 
mendation for medical cannabis 


for a patient, the Department of 
Public Health issues a photo ID 
card that contains a unique iden¬ 
tifier code, but no name. 

DPH does not keep any records 
about the cards, other than the 
unique number. It pointedly does 
not retain the original doctor’s rec¬ 
ommendation, to protect the doc¬ 
tor from action by the DEA. 

Federal law has not caught up 
to the will of the voters on this 
issue. According to Leno, San Fran¬ 
ciscans passed Proposition 215 by a 
margin of 78 percent in 1996. It 
wasn’t until July of this year that 
Representative Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) introduced legisla¬ 
tion in Congress to move marijua¬ 
na from Schedule I to Schedule II 
of the Controlled Substances Act - 
where drugs that have some medi¬ 
cinal value are listed. 

Leno’s sanctuary measure clar¬ 
ifies what he calls the will of San 
Francisco voters about medical 
pot. 

“San Francisco voters have 
spoken out clearly on this issue for 
over three decades - we want our 
city to be a safe haven for legiti¬ 
mate medical use of cannabis. 
Medical cannabis is a gift.” ▼

A public statement 

from Michael Petrelis of the AIDS Accountability Project and David Pasquarelli of ACT UP San Francisco 

December 1, 2001 • Worlds AIDS Day * From the San Francisco County Jail 


As many of you may be aware , Michael Petrelis, 
a cofounder of the AIDS activist group ACT UP 
New York; and David Pasquarelli, outspoken 
AIDS dissident from ACT UP San Francisco, are 
presently incarcerated at the county jail 


Dear allies in the struggle to end AIDS, 

Prior to our arrest and incarceration, we 
watched as AIDS organizations have received 
ever-increasing amounts of federal funding 
and lost touch with the people they profess to 
serve. 

Services for sick people have been slashed, 
while salaries and executive perks continue to 
soar. Meanwhile, AIDS researchers execute 
every conceivable study no matter how 
unsound to portray gay men as hedonistic 
spreaders of HIV. 

As a result, anti-gay harassment and bashings 
increase, the public grows more fearful of 
homosexuals, and health officials, always 
eager for more federal funding, have pushed 
the envelope by advocating coercive measures 
to stop gay sex. These measures have 
escalated over the years to the point where 
San Francisco's sexually transmitted disease 
chief now openly encourages gay bar raids, 
closure of adult sex venues, invasion of 
internet chat rooms, quarantine of gay men 
with AIDS, and other scary schemes. 

We issue this statement to thank our friends, 
families, and many supporters who have given 
us their strength and energy during this 
ordeal. Your help means more to us than 
words can express. 

More importantly, we write this open letter to 
unequivocally dispel the vindictive 
accusations against us coordinated by city 
officials and representatives of San Francisco's 
powerful AIDS and media industries. These 
accusations, broadcast by news outlets like 
KRON Channel 4 and The San Francisco 
Chronicle have unfairly characterized us — 
two prominent people with HIV and AIDS — 
as dangerous terrorists that menace families 
and torment workers with threats of violence. 

Both of us are charged with multiple felony 
counts of conspiracy, issuing criminal threats, 
and stalking, in addition to dozens of 
harassment misdemeanors. Bail has been set 
and kept at an outrageous $500,000 each, 
ensuring that we remain imprisoned indefinitely. 


We adamantly dispute the false depiction of 
us promulgated by this well coordinated 
campaign of inappropriate charges and press 
demonization. 

We want to assure the public that neither of 
us has ever visited the homes of our accusers. 

Furthermore, we have never telephoned or 
talked to any of our accusers' children and we 
are appalled by claims to the contrary — 
claims that gain power from the unacceptable 
societal stereotype of the big, bad 
homosexual that preys on little kids. 

Finally, accusations that we are responsible 
for telephoning in a bomb threat to the 
headquarters of The San Francisco Chronicle 
are false and absurd. This underhanded 
attempt by a powerful newspaper to exploit 
the World Trade Center calamity and further 
enflame public fears about enemies lurking 
among us is detestable. 

We condemn The Chronicle for targeting us in 
such a manner and are confident that a San 
Francisco jury will exonerate us of these 
untrue allegations. 

Behind the Media Manipulation 
Lies Massive AIDS Corruption 

Activism by its very nature is a combination 
of examining issues, political rhetoric 
designed to turn concerns into community 
dialog, and close scrutiny of public officials 
and institutions. 

We have been accused of escalating the tactics 
used to bring attention to AIDS issues over 
the years. However, upon inspection we find 
that the opposite is true. 

It is clear to us that what is different today 
compared to a decade ago is the climate of 
political repression, erosion of civil liberties, 
especially for activists, and the extreme 
measures the AIDS industry has deployed to 
deflect attention away from its rampant 
corruption, greed, and growing obsolescence. 
As activists, we haven't changed. ACT UP 
hasn't escalated. It is the AIDS industry with 
their provocative programs, derogatory 
discourse, profane ad campaigns, and panic 
button alarmism that has gone too far. 

Oddly enough, some of our most vociferous 
accusers are former ACT UP members who now 
have comfortable careers in AIDS. 


These officials "earned their attitude" by 
employing such extreme tactics as shutting 
down the Golden Gate Bridge and crashing the 
Opera's opening performance. And now they 
accuse us of terrorism? 

AIDS Inc. is Out Of Control 

Now more than ever, in the climate caused by 
the tragedies in New York, Washington and 
Pittsburgh, we reaffirm our commitment to 
public debate and we defend AIDS dissent. 

We demand a thorough federal audit of all 
city AIDS programs funded by the Ryan White 
Care Act, the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC), and administered by the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health. Finally, we 
condemn the concept of quarantine for gay 
men with AIDS under any circumstances 
whatsoever. 

In closing, please think about this. We are 
charged with making obscene telephone calls. 
However, it was the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation that published a profane ad 
campaign in the gay press accusing our 
community of "not giving a fuck about AIDS." 

We are accused of issuing a bomb threat. But 
it was a federal CDC official who terrorized the 
gay community with false claims of surging 
syphilis rates and alarmist ads targeting us 
with ticking time bombs. 

So as life goes on after World AIDS Day, we 
find ourselves in a very stressful situation 
meant to crush our resolve and destroy our 
health. Yet we will not give up. We hope you 
will ACT UP against the perilous path people 
with AIDS are unwillingly being forced down. 

Whether it's an atrocious campaign to 
transform activists into terrorists or the 
passage of the pending Model State 
Emergency Health Powers Act to make 
quarantine of people with AIDS a reality, the 
gay community is in serious trouble. 

Whether you agree or disagree with the 
political positions we seek to raise through 
our direct action, this latest move against the 
two of us by industries we criticize will have a 
long lasting detrimental effect on all social 
activists and progressives. We hope you will 
continue to support us and vigilantly defend 
the rights of all protesters to change people's 
minds.

A new gay-issues think tank’s 
four-week national print ad 
campaign intended to 
evoke debate on how the gay 
agenda has been impacted by the 
terror attacks of September 11 is 
falling flat. 

The ad campaign, which began 
Thursday, November 29 in the 
Washington Post, excerpts a com¬ 
mentary published by Liberty Ed¬ 
ucation Forum president Richard 
Tafel, titled “United We Stand: 
Gay Politics After September 11.” 

In the editorial, Tafel argues 
that the gay political movement 
can no longer push its agenda 
using a paradigm of “virtual vic¬ 
timization” where arguments and 
issues emphasize differences and 
alienation. 

In the ad, [which ran in today’s 
Bay Area Reporter] the think tank 
argues “gay organizations are not 
sure how to respond” to the new 
message of unity sweeping the na¬ 
tion. It questions if the supposed 
“gay agenda” is still valid. 

“We are launching this ad 
campaign to focus on a i;eal phe¬ 
nomenon all across the country, 
and it isn’t just among gay peo¬ 
ple,” Tafel told the Advocate.com. 
“In communities everywhere, 
people are joining together to 
support the war against terror¬ 
ism. Though the struggle for 
equality is never over in our own 
country, there is a growing real¬ 
ization that what unites us as 
Americans is much greater than 
what divides us.” 

The Liberty Education Forum 
began six years ago as the Log 
Cabin Education Fund, and later 
as the Liberty Education Fund. 
Tafel, who is also the executive di¬ 
rector of the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans, launched the new educa¬ 
tional think tank on July 21, to 
promote new ideas and new di¬ 
rections for the gay community, 
with a centrist approach. 

Since the First ads appeared, 
leaders of national LGBT organi¬ 
zations say they have been 
scratching their heads over the 
campaign’s muddled message. 
None of the national gay groups 
have yet to officially respond to 
the ads. 

“I can’t tell you what the Liber¬ 


ty campaign is trying to say. And 
this is a think tank?” said Chad 
Johnson, executive director of the 
National Stonewall Democrats. 

Especially puzzling to other 
gay activists is the Liberty ad’s as¬ 
sertion LGBT people are “virtual 
victims.” Since the terror attacks, 
the stories of real LGBT victims, 
such as San Francisco resident 
Mark Bingham, and the plight of 
partners fighting for benefits have 
been widely reported. 

“I am a little bit baffled by it. I 
am not sure, frankly, what it is try¬ 
ing to get across to the communi¬ 
ty,” said Cathy Renna, news media 
director for the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation. “As 
far as we are concerned here at 
GLAAD, since September 11 our 
work is now more important than 
ever. I have been on the phone 
with real victims who have real 
problems and can’t get real bene¬ 
fits. That is the reality we work 
with everyday here.” 

Johnson said he finds the ad 
campaign ironic since he was 
joined by Tafel four days prior to 
the first ad appearing to announce 
a joint statement to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice asking for equal 
treatment (or LGBT people in re¬ 
spect to the federal September 11 
victim compensation fund. 

“I think the Liberty ad basical¬ 
ly has everything turned around. 
Our struggle for civil equality is 
now more vibrant and intense,” 
said Johnson. “The inequalities 
are more plainly obvious as irra¬ 
tional as they ever have been.” 

Instead of backing down from 
the “gay agenda,” Johnson said it is 
an opportune time to strengthen 
the gay movement’s push for 
equal rights and protections. 

“Now is not the time to back 
away and say ‘Everything is fine. 
Let’s change the way we do poli¬ 
tics.’ Now is the time to press 
harder even more toward funda¬ 
mental equality,” he said. 

While Tafel and his think tank 
are entitled to their opinion, 
Human Rights Campaign 
spokesman David Smith said his 
organization has no intention of 
changing its message. 

“One of the byproducts of 
September 11 has been a very 
clear illustration of how a lack of 
legal protections and equal recog¬ 
nition of our relationships causes 


enormous human pain,” said 
Smith. “We are seeking equality. It 
stems not from victimhood but 
from a very positive self-image of 
where we want to see ourselves. 
And that is as full and equal citi¬ 
zens under the law.”

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A league of our own

I n the past quarter century, mil¬ 
lions of women have been able 
to find opportunities in nearly 
every sport. Some measure of suc¬ 
cess has been seen in balancing the 
ranks of gender - at least the two 
most popular genders. 

Except football. Sure, the occa¬ 
sional prom queen place kicker 
gets a spot in People magazine, 
and a short-lived women’s league 
resulted in a post-mortem PBS 
documentary, but women playing 
pro football has remained an elu¬ 
sive goal post. 

Until now. 

Just this year, the WAFL 
(Women’s American Football 
League) started two professional 
women’s tackle teams in the Bay 
Area: The San Francisco Tsunami 
and the Oakland Banshees. 

Recent games on November 17 
and 24 got their season off to a 
start. The Oakland Banshees won 
both games and are now 2-2, with 
their next home game to take

place at Burrell Field in San Lean¬ 
dro on December 8. 

Although many women sports 
fans may be lesbians, and many 
more may be in professional 
sports, few have come out. 

That’s changed in the Bay Area 
in what may be a groundbreaking 
athletic endeavor. Many women 
who play football for these teams 
are out lesbians, including those 
interviewed here. 

New uniforms 

“A good deal of us have 
played in the women’s 
flag football league, which 
has provided a great re¬ 
source,” said Ondine Kilker 
of the Banshees. For her, 
sexual orientation is not the 
issue, but it makes for a 
different atmosphere 
where players with 
kids are the minority. 

“Our players don’t 
all have those same 
conflicts,” said Kilker. “Many are 
happy to represent the team and 
be out. Most of our supporters are 
lesbian and gay people. It’s your 
family and friends who are sup¬ 
portive.” 

College and intramural leagues 
of flag football form the majority 
of the talent pool for this sport. 
Most players are 25-40, but one is 
a mere 20. 

Growing up in Southern Illi¬ 
nois, Kilker did not find any op¬ 
portunities for playing football. 
The rise of Title IX gender equity 
led to more soccer and other 
women’s sports. 

“There are soccer kids now in 


both genders,” said Kilker. “Girls 
can grow up learning how to play 
soccer.” 

One of the challenges organiz¬ 
ers faced in trying to attract 
women to football was the lack of 
a history or experience. 

“We didn’t have these cycles to 
get used to the game and equip¬ 
ment,” said Kilker. “Every time we 
did something new like arm rota¬ 
tions with shoulder pads, we had 
to figure out how to throw the 
ball. Helmets feel like your head’s 
going to be 
squeezed, but we’re 
getting used to it.” 
Adjusting to their new 
uniforms is perhaps symbol¬ 
ic of fitting into a culture 
that hasn’t made room for 
them. 

“We didn’t learn 
this from age 5 like 
boys do,” said Kilker. 
“We’re re-learning 
how to play the game, 
from the basic mechanics like tak¬ 
ing down a woman or the physi¬ 
ology of a tackle.” 

Kilker noted how she’s recon¬ 
nected with all sorts of people from 
her past who are fascinated by her 
career as a pro football player. 

“They’re excited to see this 
sport which has been a no¬ 
woman’s land,” she said. “They’re 
really thrilled. When you see the 
girls watching, you know they can 
envision an option that may be 
available to them.” 

Silver bullet

“I can see it to this day, the JC 
Penney’s kids uniform. I wanted it 
so bad.” 

But despite being raised in a 
Raiders fan family, the tomboy 
who regularly played the neigh¬ 
borhood boys and cousins could¬ 
n’t completely fulfill her dream. 

When she saw an article about 
the WPFL, by the time she pur¬ 
sued it, that league was gone, but 
she was able to track down the 
new league. When told that the 
Banshees’ team colors were silver 
and black, the diehard Raiders fan 
was sold. 

“A bunch of us are from flag 
football, which is pretty much 
where the base core of players 
came from,” Johnson said. “We 
also recruited women who play 
rugby.” 

Not that a sport with pads is 
any easier. 

“When we play flag football, 
it’s hard contact,” Johnson said. 
“When you’re playing line, it’s bet¬ 
ter because we can hit, you do 
worry about hitting them. When 
you’re playing tackle, you don’t 
have to be nice.” 

Toughening up is only part of 
their regimen. 

“Our first game, okay, it was a 
disaster,” she chuckled. “We’re still 
moving from park to park to find 
places to practice.” 

Their first year is getting off in 
fits and starts. “We had a lot of 
people join us after the first 
game,” Johnson said. “We’re later 
forming but we have an amazing 
amount of talent.” 

Yet her spirit remains un¬ 
flagged. 

“People who might see it as 
only male sport will be surprised,” 


she said. “Guys will come watch us 
practice, and they’ve actually been 
very supportive. Once they get 
used to us, they start offering ad¬ 
vice.” 

Heart plays a major part of the 
drive among these women. “It’s 
not as if we’re playing for money,” 
Johnson said, since the pay is min¬ 
imal, and the time involved is de¬ 
manding. 

Can women find a place in the 
professional football without uni¬ 
versity support, where many top 
athletes get early training? John¬ 
son thinks so, and although her 
league isn’t the NFL, perhaps 
that’s one of its merits. 

“One of my teammates actual¬ 
ly played varsity in college,” John¬ 
son said. “A lot of people think we 
can’t hit, but then they come to 
watch a game, and hear it. And be¬ 
lieve it.” 

Whether it’s categorized as a 
lesbian-friendly sport is a good 
thing, but not the only thing for 
Johnson. 

“Once the sport gets up and 
running you won’t find the 
straight women being the minor¬ 
ity,” she said. “It doesn’t mean 
they’re lesbian. Some of our hard¬ 
est hitters are straight. It’s not a 
big issue on the team. I think the 
bigger issue is leagues getting sup¬ 
port. We all really want to be 
there.” 

Together as a team 

Janet Severin, who plays left 
guard for the Banshees, played 
softball and basketball in her 
hometown of Fremont. She start¬ 
ed playing flag football about 
seven years ago in a local league.

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Vancouver shaken by first anti-gay murder

A bout 900 miles directly north 
of San Francisco, thousands 
in Vancouver, British Co¬ 
lumbia, last month mourned the 
loss of Aaron Webster, an apparent 
gay bashing victim who was mur¬ 
dered on Saturday, November 17. 

Webster, 41, was found in the 
early morning hours clinging to 
life in Vancouver’s Stanley Park, in 


an area known for gay male cruis¬ 
ing. He was naked except for his 
shoes, and authorities said he had 
been beaten with either a baseball 
bat or a pool cue by a group of 
three to four men. 

The crime is the first apparent 
hate-motivated murder of a gay 
man in British Columbia, and has 
rattled the city’s community, as 
Vancouver is generally thought to 
be a safe place for sexual minori¬ 
ties. About 1,500 people rallied at 


an impromptu vigil the night after 
Webster’s death, and close to 2,000 
turned out for a march in Web¬ 
ster’s memory the following week. 

“The march was peaceful and 
somber. It was beautiful and heart¬ 
warming to see an estimated 2,000- 
plus people showing support to the 
friends and family of Aaron Web¬ 
ster,” according to the Web site of 
Leslie Dale Bruce, a gay man living 
in Vancouver. “As I watched the 
speakers and the crowd, I was left to 


wonder what was in the hearts and 
minds of the murderers. Did they 
intend to scare us in to hiding? Did 
they think that they would destroy 
our pride and spirit? Did they think 
that by killing him that they were 
killing us all? I have found that they 
have done the exact opposite.” 

Webster was discovered by his 
best friend Tim Chisholm, who 
said he was driving home from 
the park when his headlights re¬ 
vealed a bloodied, naked body in 


a parking lot. The victim’s arms 
were covering his face as if he had 
been protecting himself. 
Chisholm called 911, and the 
emergency operator instructed 
him to check for a pulse. 

“When I took his arm back,” 
Chisholm said at a memorial ser¬ 
vice, “I realized who it was.” 

Webster died in his arms. 
There are no known suspects, and 
police have officially classified the 
case as a hate crime. T

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Making the transition was a chal¬ 
lenge, but one she came prepared 
for. 

“There are different strategies; 
how to tackle, how to block, that 
are different,” she said. “We’re 
coming together as a team.”

They have enough hurdles just 
getting the chance to play. 

“Unlike men who went in as 
kids, and got that family support,” 
she said, “we’re going in it at an 
older age. We’re not starting as a 
same level, but we learn pretty 
fast. We’re adjusting to where 
everybody fits in. 

“Playing the Seattle team, see¬ 
ing them execute plays better,” has 
helped them improve. “There 
weren’t true coaches on most flag 
teams,” Severin said. “Now we ac¬ 
tually have coaches and we watch 
game films.” 

Severin agrees that there could 
be progress made in the same way 
that women’s basketball is inching 
toward lesbian-friendly openness. 

“You know they’re there,” she 
said. But they’re not out, “because 
they’re not going to get any prod¬ 
uct endorsements. For the 
WNBA, the fan base is family.” 

It’s also finance. Public image 
and marketing played a hand in 
the outreach the WNBA made to¬ 
ward lesbian fans, while avoiding 
the admission that there are les¬ 
bian players. 

“In some sports it’s not an 
issue while you’re playing,” Sev¬ 
erin said. “It’s what you do on the 
court.” With our sport, she won-

They’re even considering non¬ 
profit status, since trying to get 
fundraising has been very diffi¬ 
cult. Even traditional backers of 
women’s sports are a bit cautious 
about this new venture. 

The commitment the players 
have shown, however, is invalu¬ 
able. Their four-hour practices, 
not including travel time, shows 
commitment. Some women have 
families or are single mothers. 

“The people who come to the 
games are devoted to it, too,” said 
Kilker. “It’s been an emotional 
roller coaster, but the opportunity 
to play is worth it all.” 

Severin said, “It’s been building 
since women started playing 
sports. The attitude’s much differ¬ 
ent now. We can prevail if we 
want.” 

Games after December 8 take 
place December 29 in San Diego 
versus the Quakes, January 12 at 
SF versus the Portland Wildcats, 
and hopefully a few away games in 
Hawaii on December 13 and 16, 
and in L.A. on January 5.

Everything in America has changed since the attacks 
of September 11. While Americans return to work and

What has changed most since September 11 is 
the rubric for debate.Throughout the years, gay 
activists have relied on a paradigm of victimization 
to formulate their agenda for advancing our 
community’s interests.. .The “virtual victimization” 
paradigm may have fit the time. But there was a cost. 
Gay Americans who bought into this paradigm were 
left to believe that the power to live life on their 
own terms is outside their control. “Virtual victims” 
become increasingly alienated from society, more 
inward-driven, and less connected to a sense of 
personal responsibility about how their lives turn 
out.We^ look back on the 1990’s with an almost 
embarrassing realization of just how self-absorbed 
we were.The same gay community whose political 
leaders demanded employment anti-discrimination 
lav# and hate crime protections was traveling on 
RSVP cruises, packing warehouse circuit parties, 
and filling black-tie dinner halls to hear keynote 
addresses from Hollywood celebrities.

Looking into the future at SF Opera 

General Director Pamela Rosenberg discusses 2002-'03 season

1 § ednesday’s announce- 

1 rajf ment of the 2002-2003 

H 1 r San Francisco Opera 
season was desperately needed. 
In a brief discussion at her War 
Memorial Opera House office 
last week, General Director 
Pamela Rosenberg discreetly con¬ 
fined her answers to questions 
about the current disappointing 
season with “No comment,” ac¬ 
companied by eloquent eye¬ 
rolling. 

But she also indicated that the 
September 11 attacks were far 
more worrisome than bad aes¬ 
thetic decisions by the previous 
regime. “The [economic] fallout 
from the attacks has been awful. 
The night our governor declared 
the bridges unsafe, half our audi¬ 
ence didn’t show up. The tenden¬ 
cy to hibernate and worries about 
the economic downturn have re¬ 
ally impacted us. This is a psy¬ 
chologically skittish time.” 

On a happier note, Rosenberg 
confidently admits that while not 
all of the upcoming season is 100 
percent hers — some artists were 
under contract already — she 
takes full responsibility for the 
results. For an impresario who 
scared the pants off conservatives 
last January with her announced 
“thematic” plans, next season 
doesn’t seem all that far out. 

What is innovative is the ad¬ 
dition to most production teams 
of a “dramaturg,” which Rosen¬ 
berg explains is not the usual his¬ 
torical, literary researcher of 
most American theater compa¬ 
nies, but is “someone who digs in 
with the production team, helps 
analyze, figures out the kind of 
emotionality meant by key 
changes, brainstorms. Then at¬ 
tends rehearsals and acts like an 
editing eye, an extra pair of ears. 
Good dramaturgs are fantastic, 
and in Europe, conductors and 
directors welcome them.” 

Season preview 

Until the typical operatic can¬ 
cellations and crises occur, this is 
how the 2002 part of next season 
looks: 

Puccini’s Turandot opens the 
season on September 7, with Jane 
Eaglen in the title role (this is a 
Mansouri hire), Patricia Racette as 
Liu, and Jon Villars making his 
SFO debut as Calaf. Donald Run- 
nicies conducts the puzzling 
David Hockney production, the 
one that offers virtually no place 
for the singers to enter properly. 
Rosenberg hired director Chris 
Alexander to cope, and reports, 
“He can’t figure out how to get 
Turandot on stage except to have 
her enter with the mob. Someone 
suggested we fly her in.” In No¬ 
vember, Eaglen is replaced by Au¬ 
drey Stottler, who, you may re¬ 
member, performed the same res¬ 
cue act with Gabriele Schnaut in 
1998. 

September 9 sees the debut of 
Chicago Lyric Opera’s John 
Cox/Robert Perdziola production 
of Strauss’ Ariadne auf Naxos, 
not heard here since 1983. Debo¬ 
rah Voigt (Ariadne), Thomas 
Moser (Bacchus) and Laura Clay- 
comb (Zerbinetta) are familiar. 
Conductor Jun Markl and Clau¬ 
dia Mahnke (Composer) are not. 
Rosenberg says, “Mahnke is a 
very fresh, young German 
mezzo.” 

• The US stage premiere of 
Messiaen’s Saint Frangois d’As- 


sise opens on September 27, 
with Runnicles in the pit. Willard 
White (St. Francis) and Chris 
Merritt (the Leper) sing the main 
male roles. Laura Aikin, who got 
rave reviews in Santa Fe this 
summer, debuts as The Angel. 

Runnicles also leads Verdi’s 
Otello on October 9. Rosenberg 
was tight-lipped about this as it 
was apparently cast by Mansouri, 
though Ben Heppner (Otello), 
Racette (Desdemona) and Sergei 
Leiferkus (Iago) don’t seem like 
bad choices on paper. The pro¬ 
duction is not our familiar Pon- 
nelle one, but a Zack Brown set¬ 
ting from Washington Opera, 
newly staged here by Emilio Sagi. 

After an absence of 12 years — 
he didn’t get along with Mansouri 
— Stephen Wadsworth returns 
with his charming Abduction 
from the Seraglio production. 
Paul Groves is Belmonte, and Re¬ 
nata Schorg debuts as Konstanze. 
Peter Schneider conducts the 
Mozart opening on October 15. 


Runnicles is in the pit again for 
Janacek’s Kat’a Kabanova on 

November 3, with beautiful Kari- 
ta Mattila singing her first Kat’a. 
Humperdinck’s Hansel and Gre- 
tel returns on November 17 after 
an absence of 70 years. It’s sung in 
English because Rosenberg hopes 
kids will attend, even though she 
agrees that it’s a Wagnerian opera. 
The “psychological” production 
by Richard Jones is from Welsh 
National Opera, while two Brits, 
Sara Fulgoni and Catrin 
Wyn-Davies, debut as brother and 
sister. The surprise is conductor 
Nicholas McGegan from Philhar- 
monia Baroque. “Why not? I hate 
conductorial stereotyping. If 
McGegan can make baroque 
music transparent, why not this?” 

The sexy production of Han¬ 
del’s Alcina that has been Rosen¬ 
berg’s calling card from Stuttgart 
(it was a huge success at the Ed¬ 
inburgh Festival) debuts Novem¬ 
ber 19 with six singers you never 
heard of in the leading roles. The 


title part is sung by Catherine Na- 
glestad, who was told by her 
teachers at the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music to find 
another profession. If Rosenberg 
pulls this off, everybody will 
heave a sigh of relief. On the other 
hand, it’s not as if we haven’t 
heard spectacular Handel here 
before. 

The season’s last four produc¬ 
tions open in 2003, which is too 
far away to speculate on in detail. 
We’ll have to wait to see if 
Berlioz’s oratorio La Damnation 
de Faust flies as an opera, while 
Madama Butterfly and II 
Trovatore depend solely on who 
is singing and how well. Yet there 
is a sweet dessert promised in 
June 2003. Rossini’s tender La 
Cenerentola is conducted by 
Patrick Summers, with adorable 
Sonia Ganassi in the title part, 
and sensational bel canto stylist 
Juan Diego F16rez making his 
local debut as Prince Ramiro. 
He’s cute, too. ▼

'- he annual spectacle of 20- 
foot-tall Christmas trees in 
8 the lobbies of Davies Hall 
came as something of a shock last 
week. Talk about wake-up calls — 
Thanksgiving arrived too fast this 
year, and now we have to deal 
with the majors. Without doubt, 
we will soon get in the holiday 
spirit, but I, for one, was relieved 
to settle in for the concert itself 
and find that it was blessedly free 
of seasonal cheer. 

Conductor David Zinman, a 
frequent guest of the San Francis¬ 
co Symphony since his debut in 
1976, returned after an absence of 
two years. His program was well- 
planned and mostly well-played. 
The links between Schoenberg’s 
Transfigured Night and the Sym¬ 
phony No. 1 by Brahms were im¬ 
mediately apparent, and the rela¬ 
tive brevity of the evening left 
some time for post-concert reflec¬ 
tion. 

Zinman is a solid leader, cur¬ 
rently Music Director of the Ton- 
halle Orchestra in Zurich, and 
well-known by his discography of 
over 80 recordings. I still prize his 
sumptuous readings of Rimsky- 
Korsakof on an early Philips com¬ 
pact disc. He is also a champion of

American composers, but he was 
thinking in German last week — 
albeit with an accent. 

The full string orchestra ver¬ 
sion of Schoenberg’s chamber 
work Verklarte Nachtwas heard 
here as recently as 1998, though 
there is little chance audiences will 
tire of it. A beautiful and intense 
work, allowing freedom for inter¬ 
pretive license, this tale of two 
lovers who come to a spiritual un¬ 
derstanding during an anxious 
nocturnal walk is always welcome. 

It is a score that would seem a 
natural for Michael Tilson 
Thomas, and I would love to hear 
his take on it some day. Zinman 
was going for the big, lush, uphol¬ 
stered sound pioneered by Her¬ 
bert von Karajan, and, while the 
musicians were game enough, the 
results seemed oddly impersonal. 

The chamber setting conveys 
more of the nervousness and an¬ 
gularity of the piece, but the or¬ 
chestral version can also be very 
passionate. Zinman, however, 
clearly wanted beautiful sound 
over strong emotion. The perfor¬ 
mance sounded lovely indeed, if 
homogenized, and the audience 
responded enthusiastically. This 
was program music without a 
specific program, and it worked 
well enough. 

The Brahms First, which com¬ 
prised the second half of the pro¬ 
gram, was more driven and fiery 
than usual, but Zinman made the 
relationship of both works to the 
Wagner of the Ring Cycle (espe¬ 
cially the love music) easily recog¬ 
nizable. 

The first movement of the 
Brahms was exceptionally bril¬ 
liant and, some idiosyncratic di¬ 
rectorial touches aside, very excit¬ 
ing. The Andante was a little mal¬ 
formed, but the orchestra played 
sympathetically. If Zinman pro¬ 
ceeded to rush the players off 
their seats in the brief fourth 
movement, the Finale was tri¬ 
umphant. There had been some 
poor entries and clunkers before 
the conclusion, but this perfor¬ 
mance possessed all the muscle 
the Schoenberg lacked. 

Star power 

The previous week could have 
used some of that raw energy, or 
even the evergreen garlands that 


now deck the halls. They would 
have at least given some visual 
distraction during conductor 
Bernhard Klee’s disappointing 
visit. 

Of course, few in the audience 
were there to see him. The ap¬ 
pearance of Russian violinist 
Vadim Repin was the big event,

and he didn’t let his adoring 
crowd down. His reading of the 
lovable Violin Concerto No. 1 in 
G minor, Opus 26 by Max Bruch 
may have skimped a little on del¬ 
icacy, but it was a warm-hearted 
display of virtuoso technique. 
Two encores sealed the deal, 
Repin is a bona fide star, and he 
deserved the tumultuous standing 
ovation. 

The concert opened with a 
promising SFS premiere, Jan 
Klusak’s Variations on a Theme by 
Gustav Mahler. The Czech com¬ 
poser, born in 1934, was previ¬ 
ously unknown to me, and some 
of his ruminations on one of 
Mahler’s most famous move¬ 
ments, the Adagietto of the Fifth 
Symphony, were truly interesting. 
Still, the statement of the theme, 
almost verbatim, was still the 
finest part of the score, and some 
of the variations were just paro- 
distic Webern. Klee was practical¬ 
ly invisible in Repin’s shadow, and 
his real chance to command at¬ 
tention unfortunately fizzled. 

This week sees the return of 
MTT after hiatus, and the first of 
two weeks of concerts that remind 
us of why we cherish his presence 
on the podium. In two different 
programs, one celebrating Italian 
Mavericks covering some 300 
years, and another dedicated to 
Pan-American Mavericks from 
the early 20th to the early 21st 
centuries, our fearless leader will 
conduct five SFS premieres and 
one world premiere. 

How anyone can call Ottorino 
Respighi (The Pines of Rome ) a 
maverick will have to be revealed 
by the maestro, but if anyone can 
make a convincing argument, it is 
MTT. In spite of all the decora¬ 
tions, it looks like Symphony con¬ 
certs at Davies Hall will provide 
safe haven from the upcoming 
consumerism of the holiday sea¬ 
son and the grimmer reality of the 
war. It will be a comfortable place 
to reflect on what the season is re¬ 
ally about, and how good music 
can see us through. ▼ 
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‘Widow’ dressing 

Operetta turned farce by SF Opera

hile sitting through that 
horror at the War Memo¬ 
rial Opera House that 
San Francisco Opera is calling The 
Merry Widow, I was reminded of 
a colleague who, assigned to write 
movie reviews at the Los Angeles 
Times, was immediately assaulted 
by Hollywood moguls who 
claimed that she hated everything. 
She was finally goaded into reply¬ 
ing: “If you guys would make 
good movies, I’d write good re¬ 
views.” 

While completely agreeing 
with her, I must also admit that 
relentlessly negative reviews are as 
tiring to write as they are to read. 
So rather than produce a laundry 
list of The Merry Widow's faults, 
I’m going to try to explain what 
the piece really is and why you 
should be as upset as I was at the 
way SFO treats it. (And excuse 
me; I know that Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg is not responsible for casting 
or productions this season, but 
she is General Director and 
should have exercised some con¬ 
trol over a piece which seems de¬ 
liberately conceived to embarrass 
her.) 

Anja Silja, the finest singing ac¬ 
tress since Maria Callas and a 
worldly woman of great sexual al¬ 
lure, once told me that her fa¬ 
vorite piece of romantic music 
theater was Franz Lehar’s Die 
Lustige Witwe. “But,” she added 
with a conspiratorial giggle, “don’t 
tell my husband [conductor 
Christoph von Dohnanyi], Like all 
men, he prefers Die Fledermaus.” 

I understood exactly what she 
meant, since Die Lustige Witwe is 
also a favorite of mine. Of course, 
a woman, even a vastly experi¬ 
enced one like Silja, would prefer 
Lehar’s shenanigans and sensual 
Austro-Hungarian score to the 
clever but brittle clockwork of 
Strauss fils. A couple of years after 
this conversation, Silja sang 
Hanna Glawari at the Blossom 
Festival, the dialogue in English, 
the musical numbers in German. 
Her famous wobble above the 
staff makes for some uncomfort¬ 
able moments in the “Viljalied,” 
but her Tallulah-like delivery of 
the dialogue is heaven. 

I know we were all raised after 
WWII to hate everything Ger¬ 
man, but, contrary to what we 
were told, German is not an ugly, 
guttural language when properly 
pronounced. There is simply no 
way to translate Danilo’s lazy 
self-satisfaction when he drawls, 
“Man tut was man kann,” or the 
whiplash insult of his “ Compli¬ 
ment 7” Still, the argument goes, 
this is an American opera house, 
and nobody will get the jokes if 
they aren’t in English. Well, we 
didn’t get most of the verbal jokes 
anyway because Wendy Wasser- 
stein’s amplified dialogue was not 
always understandable (superti¬ 
tles for the sung parts only), and 
when it was, it wasn’t that funny. 

By the yard 

Die Lustige Witwe is a roman¬ 
tic operetta; The Merry Widow, at 
least as ^conceived by Lotfi Man- 
souri, is a farcical one. He doesn’t 
trust the verbal jokes, either, 
trundling out yards of physical 
shtick, including the most elabo¬ 
rately humiliating fat joke I’ve 
ever seen on a major stage. If that 
makes it into the PBS video, San 
Francisco will lose its reputation 
as a smart, sophisticated, tolerant 


town. Basically, Mansouri has 
turned the delicious, sexy Die 
Lustige Witwe into a coarse, vulgar 
Broadway show circa 1950. 

Lehar’s beautifully honed 
80-minute score, with its gor¬ 
geously sensual tunes, hasn’t even 
been respected. Conductor Erich 
Kunzel refused to play the over¬ 
ture that Lehar wrote for another 
occasion, but he acquiesced to the 
Douglas Gamley-arranged ballet 
that opens the interminable Act 
III, and to the addition of a num¬ 
ber for the comic Njegus, which 
Elijah Chester could barely sing. 
Worst of all, Mansouri and 
Richard Bonynge, his partner in 
crime 25 years ago, inserted a col¬ 
oratura number from the same 
composer’s Paganini as a splashy 
finale for Bonynge’s wife, Joan 
Sutherland. 

Poor Yvonne Kenny gamely 
fought the piece, but it conquered 
her in the end, spoiling what was a 
low-key but attractive portrayal of 
the wise and winsome widow. She 
was also overpowered by Thierry 
Bosquet’s costumes and Michael 
Yeargan’s sets. I don’t know the 
gender preferences of the produc¬ 
tion team but, as we often say 
about badly-dressed divas, do 
they ever need some gay friends 
with good taste. 

L£har wrote the part of Prince 
Danilo for the Viennese operetta 
star Louis Treumann, a slender, 
mustachioed buffo tenor with a 
light touch and magnetic stage 
personality. When they do the op¬ 
eretta in English, it is automatical¬ 
ly assumed that a tenor cannot be 
sexy enough for the leading role, 


so it is usually cast with an over¬ 
bearing baritone who thinks more 
highly of himself than his talents 
warrant. I will grant that Bo 
Skovhus has great shoulders and a 
certain amount of creepy charm, 
but he is too tense to be an ideal 
Danilo, to say nothing of altering 
the sound picture with that dark¬ 
er voice. When he and Kenny were 
left to their own devices, however, 
and not burdened with unamus¬ 
ing stage business, they did stir up 
some sensuality, as did the equal¬ 
ly miscast Angelika Kirchschlager 
(the finest Octavian I’ve ever seen, 
but too gauche as an ambassador’s 
wife) and Gregory Turay as the 
secondary lovers. Their “Pavilion” 
duet was the evening’s musical 
highlight. 

Rumor has it that Mansouri 
plans extensive changes before the 
production returns in January 
with Frederica von Stade and 
Rodney Gilfry. This is either an 
insult to the current singers or a 
sign of self-awareness on the di¬ 
rector’s part. In either case, I think 
we’ve seen the last of Mansouri at 
the War Memorial. At about the 
two-hour mark — the show runs 
for three-and-a-half hours — all I 
could think of was what Anja 
Silja, noted for her tart tongue, 
would have said to this travesty of 
the musical-theater piece that she 
and I love so much. Nothing 
printable is my guess. T

death of the first Kennedy son 
during World War II. 

But enough time has passed to 
enjoy the various historical cu¬ 
riosities in Sam and Bella Spe- 
wak’s comically concocted libret¬ 
to, though it’s the score by Cole 
Porter that provides most of the 
pleasure in 42nd Street Moon’s 
production. This is the kind of 
musical that the troupe’s staged 
concert productions best illumi¬ 
nate, and director Greg MacKel- 
lan’s stylish production of Leave It 
to Me! is a further example of that 
truth. 

Perhaps inspired by Joseph 
Kennedy’s financially derived ap¬ 
pointment as ambassador to 
Britain, the Spewaks came up 
with the story of a milquetoast 
businessman from Kansas whose 
political contribution to the De¬ 
mocrats (and an ambitious wife) 
earn him the unwanted ambas¬ 
sadorship to Russia. He falls under 
the sway of a self-serving newspa¬ 
perman, who has his own reasons 
for wanting the ambassador re¬ 
called, but their attempts at failure 
repeatedly backfire. 

There is more book and less 
music than one might hope, so 
when one of Porter’s tunes comes 
along — even when it’s almost 
ridiculously gratuitous — it is 
quite welcome. The shoehorn gets 
its biggest workout on “My Heart 
Belongs to Daddy,” which never -

“Most Gentlemen Don’t Like 
Love,” the other hit to emerge 
from the score, is only slightly 
more relevant, but it comes to 
surer life in veteran Darlene 
Popovic’s hands as the ambas¬ 
sador’s social-climbing wife, a role 
first played by Sophie Tucker. 
Popovic also merrily leads the 
company in the obscure but fun 
“I’m Taking the Steps to Russia,” 
which features Jayne Zaban’s 
jaunty choreography. Musical di¬ 
rector Dave Dobrusky does yeo¬ 
man’s work at the piano. 

Not all the songs are without 
plot logic. Richard Pardini, win¬ 
ning as the hapless ambassador, 
sings of an archly romanticized 


Topeka in the gloriously silly “I 
Want to Go Home.” Surprisingly, 
the ballads fail to make much con¬ 
nection, probably more a Porter 
problem since Steve Rhyne and 
Caroline Altman are appealing as 
the romantic leads. 

Leave It to Me! is intriguing as a 
time capsule both of the musical 
theater and historical events. 
Decades before Mel Brooks gave 
us a song-and-dance Hitler, Cole 
Porter and company gave Stalin a 
little jig. Ironically, it was when 
Stalin made his pact with Hitler 
that his musical-comedy jig was 
up. ▼

Threadbare Tapestry’ 


Revue of Carole King songs at New Conservatory

1 f you were around in 1971, 

chances are the songs from Ca¬ 
ll role King’s Tapestry provided a 
memorable part of your life’s 
soundtrack. Everyone, it seemed, 
owned a copy of this LP, and with 
radio stations turning most of the 
songs into Top-40 hits, the song¬ 
writer-turned-singer became a 
kind of urban earth mother for 
the post-Vietnam, pre-disco era. 

As representatives of that gen¬ 
eration begin to focus more on 
the performance of their 401-k 
plans, King’s songs have been 
pulled together into a revue, also 
titled Tapestry, that promises a 
comfortable nostalgic rush. The 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter is presenting this live jukebox 
as part of its In Concert series. 

King got her start in the early 
’60s writing a string of hits for other 
performers. She and partner Gerry 
Goffin were well-tuned to what 
came across on AM radio, though 
the easy musical and emotional

hooks that work on radio don’t 
necessarily adapt well into theatri¬ 
cal pieces. That’s a big drawback 
with a production like Tapestry. 

As genial as the six performers 
are at New Conservatory, they 


generally lack the chops to turn 
King’s three-minute radio an¬ 
thems into vital theatrical experi¬ 
ences. Nor does the structure of 
the show, at least as realized by di¬ 
rector Earl Weaver, provide the 


contexts that could help the songs 
resonate with the power of 
churned-up memories. 

The show is at its best when 
the cast is singing together. There 
is a playfulness to the group work 
on “Locomotion” that lifts the 
production from the gauzy bland¬ 
ness of so many of the numbers, 
and “Smackwater Jack” also ben¬ 
efits from the harmonies of a 
novel vocal arrangement. But the 
single-piano arrangements per¬ 
formed by musical director Alan 
Fricke sound thin, and that does¬ 
n’t help the overall situation. 

Beth Elliott, Lara Bruckman, 
Wade Crosson, Jorge Hernandez, 
Thena Yacap-Zaragoza, and Sean 
Ray each have moments when the 
material serves their talents. But it’s 
not enough to lift Tapestry beyond 
the theatrical equivalent of easy- 
listening background music. ▼

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The mathematics 
of madness 

' Proof 7 adds up at the Curran Theatre

1 t’s usually not considered a 

promising sign when theater- 
1 goers can be overheard at in¬ 
termission talking about the 
scenery. But the realistically de¬ 
tailed back porch set for Proof, 
once a commonplace style for 
Broadway plays, has become 
something of a novelty to be re¬ 
marked upon. 

So, too, is the play that inhab¬ 
its John Lee Beatty’s set at the 
Curran Theatre. David Auburn’s 
current Broadway hit is a rare 
contemporary example of the 
Well-Made Play to find both crit¬ 
ical and popular success. It is a 
family drama, with a hint of mys¬ 
tery, that unfolds without ellipti¬ 
cal allusions, nihilistic eruptions, 
or absurdist conundrums. 

What you do get is a thought¬ 
ful drama that is tidily construct¬ 
ed, knows when to laugh, and de¬ 
livers an ending of plausible hap¬ 
piness. It is not a big-stakes story, 
and no one is likely to declare that 
the future of American drama 
rests in Auburn’s hands. But the 
pleasures are real as Auburn con¬ 
fidently leads us into a family bat¬ 
tlefield where genius and madness 
are the weapons. 

Genius and madness were co¬ 
existing attributes in the mathe¬ 
matician, father of Catherine, and 
now, a few days after his death, she 
is unsure which of these traits she 
has inherited. Her sullen, non-con¬ 
formist ways have all but con¬ 
vinced her yuppified sister Claire 
that Catherine has a mental illness, 
a belief that is strengthened when 
Catherine produces a ground¬ 
breaking mathematical proof that 


she claims to have written. 

Rest easy. This mathematical 
backdrop makes no particular de¬ 
mands on the audience, although 
the notion of math nerds provides 
a lot of the humor. One of those 
nerds, with a veneer of hunkiness, 
is Hal, a former student of 
Catherine’s father who is helping 
sort through his papers. He be¬ 
comes a crucial catalyst in the bat¬ 
tle between sisters. 

On Broadway, the role of 
Catherine was memorably played 
by Mary-Louise Parker, who, 
though older than the character’s 
25 years, created a woman of a 
quirky and complex persona. In 
the touring production, the age- 
appropriate Chelsea Altman does¬ 
n’t capture these nuances, but 
there is a strength to her perfor¬ 
mance that finally gives life to this 
intriguing character. 


The skillful Robert Foxworth, 
late of TV’s Falcon Crest, has a 
grizzled appeal as Catherine’s fa¬ 
ther, who turns up in a flashback 
and a fantasy scene. Tasha 
Lawrence brings just the right 
edge of faint ridiculousness to the 
annoyingly normal Claire. And 
Stephen Kunken is fine as Hal, 
who’s hip enough to play drums 
in a rock band made up of math^- 
ematicians. 

Director Dan Sullivan has 
done an admirable job of recreat¬ 
ing the spirit of the Broadway 
production of Proof a play that 
proves that there is life in com¬ 
forting theatrical traditions. ▼

tional proscenium-style theatre 
simply don’t exist. 

“Everyone’s a little giddy and 
nervous at the beginning,” said 
Louie, who has been Artistic Di¬ 
rector of the Band for five years, 
and has shifted the show in ways 
that she hopes makes for a better 
flow. “People come to sit and 
watch and listen,” she says, “but, in 
no time, there are crowds hopping 
up and down, conga lines forming 
spontaneously, real dancers trying 
out lifts and non-dancers getting 
silly. For two hours, at least, audi¬ 
ences enter a world where gender, 
age, ethnicity, political affiliation, 
sexual identity, physical appear¬ 
ance — and even talent — are of 
no concern.” 

Don’t come expecting the en¬ 
tire musical ballet, though. The 
band splices numbers from the fa¬ 
miliar Suite throughout the pro¬ 
gram, allowing opportunities for 
the audience to rest, and for the 
band to take the show in different 
directions. “It’s like a variety 
show,” said Carvajal, who choreo¬ 
graphs the numbers in these seg¬ 
ments using as many dancers and 
other performers as she can get 
her hands on. This year, she has 
put together a crew of non-pro¬ 
fessional ballet dancers, a baton 
twirler, singers, an accordion play¬ 
er, belly dancers and more. The

Christmas carols, a demented cir¬ 
cus number, songs from White 
Christmas, and a show within a 
show, telling the story of bears 
who come to dance in a circus as 
if they were back in the forest, free 
in the moonlight.

Inspired by the Sing-Along 
Messiah, the first Dance-Along 
Nutcracker was produced in 1985. 
Each version is different. Recent 
incarnations have included trib¬ 
utes to Fantasia and outer-space 
movies of the past. Longtime 
band members fondly recall one 
production, according to Louie, in 
the form of an episode of I Love 
Lucy, in which Marga Gomez 
played Ricky Ricardo. The show 
has been presented at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts since 1994. 

The San Francisco 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band was 


named “official band of the City 
of San Francisco” in 1998, in 
honor of its 20th anniversary. The 
first openly gay musical organiza¬ 
tion ever, it was formed in 1978 by 
Jon Sims, inspiring the formation 
of lesbian and gay bands, chorus¬ 
es and performing troupes 
around the world.

As a result of the Burton/Tay¬ 
lor Phenomenon, studios and di¬ 
rectors craved and pursued them. 
It didn’t seem to matter whether 
or not there was anything for Tay¬ 
lor and Burton to do on screen, or 
how bad the screenplay was, Hol¬ 
lywood just wanted them. No less 
a talent than Vincente Minnelli 
made the horrible The Sandpiper, 
a 1965 soaper starring Liz as a 
painter of terrible seascapes who 
somehow manages to afford an A- 
frame right on the beach at Big 
Sur, and with Burton as a married 
minister ready to be seduced by 
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the voluptuous bohemian. Just as 
one example. 

Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts has assembled a few more, 
some of which trail Liz into the 
early years of the 1970s, when she 
really bottomed out. Liz: Un¬ 
hinged presents, on Friday 
evenings this month, four of the 
worst movies ever made, with or 
without Elizabeth Taylor. But like 
a pile-up on the freeway, such cin¬ 
ematic disasters are compelling, 
and the desire to observe them, 
and to consider why she made 
them (at least for Liz fans like 
me), is strong. 

Sissy story 

BOOM! was directed in 1968 
by the usually respectable Ameri¬ 
can expatriate Joseph Losey, who 
made the homoerotic The Ser¬ 
vant, and would go on to direct a 
memorable screen version of 
Mozart’s Don Giovanni. Based on 
a play by Tennessee Williams, who 
also wrote the screenplay, BOOM! 
is the story of Sissy Goforth, a 
thoroughly repugnant character 
who is dying of consumption on 
a fabulous Mediterranean island 
and is not going gentle into that 
good night. Along comes a wan¬ 
dering poet, who may be the 
Angel of Death (Burton, looking 
as if he has already started drink¬ 
ing himself to death). He becomes 
her last lover. For reasons known 
only to the filmmakers, Noel 
Coward appears in early scenes as 
an aged effete friend of the Arch 
Bitch, but his career was over by 
then, and he must have gone for 
the gold of the perceived glamour 
of a Taylor/Burton project. The 
inexplicable title (it was originally 
called Goforth ) is indicative of the 
pretentious tone of the movie, 
which with its blue-chip creden¬ 
tials aspires to high art, or at least 
an adaptation of high literature. 
But the result is indecipherable, 
and the nasty heroine is like 
Alexandra del Lago of Sweet Bird 
of Youth, but without the humor. 
Liz is very tan and looks great in 
outrageous metallic headdresses. 

That same year, Losey dug his 
grave deeper by filming Secret 
Ceremony with Taylor and Mia 
Farrow, fresh from her success in 
Rosemary’s Baby, as two psychotic 
women who may or may not be 
mother and daughter. Mia is 
Cenci, a grown woman who acts 
like a mentally retarded teenager 
wearing a bad brunette wig. (“Un¬ 
hinged” is the word applied to 
Cenci by another character.) Liz is 
Leonora, a British hooker with' 
sort of an American accent (you 
know Liz!) onto whom the 
wealthy Cenci latches because Liz 
resembles Mia’s dead mother. It 
goes on like that for almost two 
hours, with a bearded Robert 
Mitchum looking as if he had 
stumbled onto the wrong set 
when he appears as Mia’s incestu¬ 
ous stepfather. The film is sup¬ 
posed to be a deep psychological 
study, but it is unintelligible. 

In 1972, Liz starred in X, Y, and 
Zee, in which Brian Gutton di¬ 
rected our gal along with Michael 
Caine and Susannah York in a 
painful (for the audience) love tri¬ 
angle. Since Yerba Buena’s promo¬ 
tional literature gives away the 
ending, I am not saying too much 
when I let you in on the dirty lit¬ 
tle secret about the lesbian sub¬ 
plot, which is, as far as I know, 
Taylor’s only girl-on-girl moment 
on screen. Well, it actually hap¬ 
pens off-screen, but it’s worth 
going just to see how awkwardly 
the whole thing is handled back in 
the bad old days when being a 
dyke could get you into big trou¬ 
ble (see The Children’s Hour, The 
Fox, or The Killing of Sister 
George). Until that happens, the 
greatest pleasures come from see¬

11| ctor Aaron Eckhart was so 
H J| believably slimy as a corpo- 
I rate weasel out to get his 
buddy fired, while heaping humil¬ 
iation on several innocent by¬ 
standers in Neil LaBute’s corrosive 
satire, In the Company of Men, 
that the role earned him not 
awards or nominations, but in¬ 
stead threats of physical violence 
'on the part of the film’s more out¬ 
raged female detractors. At least 
the cast of Patrick Stettner’s The 
Business of Strangers, opening Fri¬ 
day, doesn’t have to fear getting 
slapped around by their audi¬ 
ences. Probably only a handful of 
critics will be wrestling 
(metaphorically, at least) with 
why Stettner’s female revenge fan¬ 
tasy fails to live up to its nasty 
premise. 

A hard-bitten executive, Julie 
Styron (Stockard Channing, who 
looks like she would be more 
comfortable chewing on a fat sto¬ 
gie than spitting out Stettner lines 
such as “Everybody eats shit. It’s 
just a question of degree”) is plan¬ 
ning a business summit when she 
is blind-sided by the failure of her 
young assistant Paula Murphy 
(Julia Stiles) to show up on time 
with some important documents. 

Firing Paula, Julie then sinks 
into a funk when she learns that 
the head of her company is paying 
her a surprise visit. Thinking she’s 
about to be canned, Julie seeks out 
a young shark of a headhunter, 
Nick Harris (Frederick Weller), 
with just the hint of mixing busi¬ 
ness with pleasure. 

Just when you think you know 
what you’re in for, Paula shows up 
to give the story a dark spin. Julie 
takes pity on her ex-assistant, tells 
her she’s not fired after all, and the 
two go down to the hotel bar. Not 
surprisingly, Nick pops up for a 
nightcap. Whereupon Paula con¬ 
fides to Julie that only did she and 
Nick attend the same college, but 
that Nick forced himself on her 
vulnerable roommate, a crime 
that was never reported, but that 
Paula suddenly feels like reveng¬ 
ing. 

The women get Nick up to 


Julie’s room, where Paula slips 
him what used to be called a 
Mickey, but which she refers to as 
a “date rape” drug. With Nick out 
cold, Paula strips him down to his 
boxers and starts to write her in¬ 
dictment on'his hairless white bod 
with an indelible marker. Her own 
pulse racing, Julie desperately tries 
to discover if Nick still has one. 

Strong material 

So there you have it — ner¬ 
vous businesswoman about to 
run off a cliff with a deranged 
young vixen and a possibly dead 
young man to keep her company 
until the cops come. You can just 
imagine what that defiant misan¬ 
thrope LaBute might do with this 
premise, or better still, young Joe 
Orton in his prime. The Business 
of Strangers would be best served 
as an Ortonesque bedroom farce. 
Instead, young Stettner slips the 
audience a Mickey and gets all 
speechy on us. Paula accuses Julie 
of wimping out on her chance to 
dispose of Nick’s corpus delec¬ 
table. 

Paula: “I thought you wanted 
to get caught. The excitement of 
being exposed and humiliated, 
'maybe a little rough stuff. That’s 
why we’re here, isn’t it?” 

Julie: “We’re here because 
you’re a profoundly disturbed 
young woman.” 

Paula: “If you were a man, 
you’d see a dominatrix twice a 
week. All CEOs have one, but 
you’re a woman, so you don’t do 
things like that.” 

Gag me with a spoon, or rather 
with Susie Bright 101. The Busi¬ 
ness of Strangers wimps out by not 
taking its vicious premise to the 
end of the line. Benefiting from 
our post-9-11 belief that any air¬ 
port hotel would be empty 
enough to allow these shenani¬ 
gans to go on undisturbed, Stet¬ 
tner cuts his cards from a stacked 
deck, leaving us with a softcore 
fantasy instead of a dark bedtime 
story. Channing (a female Gene 
Hackman) is believable in any¬ 
thing she’s in, Stiles comes off too 
much like the young Muriel Hem¬ 
ingway to make her dark side con¬ 
vincing, and Weller manages the 
unenviable task of having to just 


lie there and think of England 
with considerable aplomb. ▼

Goodbye George 

Speaking of tears, sorrow has 
many faces. We have certainly 
learned that lesson since 9-11. It 
wasn’t a tragedy last week when 
former Beatle George Harrison 
died after a long and valiant battle 
with cancer. Not cataclysmic, like 
9-11. Not even dramatic, like the 
murder of fellow Beatle John 
Lennon exactly 21 years ago. It 
was merely sad. 

It’s almost a relief to feel this 
kind of ordinary pain, the loss of 
an icon we felt we knew, whose 
talents were many and whose vo¬ 
cations were realized. To feel the 
nostalgia, relive the memory of all 
his music had meant in our own 
lives. Taken too soon, certainly, 
and with many years of explo¬ 
ration of his talents left, but these 
days there’s an eerie comfort in a 
death that’s expected and not 
feared by its victim. Harrison died 
as he lived, with full knowledge of 
what lay ahead, and with no fear 
of it. That’s a strength to value in 
these days of letters tinged with 
anthrax, and airplanes flying into 
buildings. The inchoate fear we 
have all felt in recent months has 
seemed to preclude that, so sure 
have we all been that our time is 
not, should not, be up. Watching 
the death of someone who knew 
his clock was ticking out and was 
prepared to leave this world is 
profound. 

Nevertheless, as news clips 
rolled and obituaries played on 
TV networks, it seemed so very 
poignant that this man who had 
never sought nor expected 
celebrity should be so publicly 
memorialized by those of us he 
never knew. Yet it’s a fitting coda 
that TV brought the Beatles to us, 
and TV will also usher them on. 

The Beatles were so singular: 
super-superstars, like Elvis Presley, 
Sinatra, Mozart. Those of us who 
witnessed that first appearance on 
The Ed Sullivan Show (“Ladies and 
gentlemen — the Beatles!”) felt 
the frisson. It wasn’t Neil Arm¬ 
strong landing on the moon, but it 
sure felt like history. As Britain’s 
Prime Minister Tony Blair noted at 
Harrison’s death, the Beatles 
shaped a generation and more. 

The Beatles began the TV 
celebrity phenomenon in earnest. 
One might never have been fortu¬ 
nate enough to see a live Beatles 
concert (there weren’t as many as 
folks think), but nearly everyone 
saw them on TV. The Beatles 
blazed a trail that began in black- 
and-white and ended in vivid 
color. From Liverpool to London 
to New York to India and back, we 
watched them onstage and off 
from our living rooms, and for 
generations of music lovers it 
seemed as if they would always be 
there, that even after John 
Lennon’s death, there would al¬ 
ways be buzz about an impending 
reunion concert. Not now.

Ron Jeremy , schlepper with

P here’s a good chance you’ll 
XJ. enjoy the new documentary, 
m Porn Star: The Legend of Ron 
Jeremy, opening Friday at the Lu- 
miere. Me, I’d be satisfied with a 
photograph of the legend’s hard- 
on. It is, after all, what made the 
veteran of over 1,600 heterosexu¬ 
al porn films rich and famous. 
And in America, to be rich, fa¬ 
mous and big-dicked is about as 
far as you can go. Unless what you 
really want is to make it in the 
movies. Real ones, not porn. And 
that, folks, is the Ron Jeremy story. 

Porn Star certainly enumerates 
the performer’s other accomplish¬ 
ments, and keeps an impartial 
tone while detailing Mr. Jeremy’s 
endless eccentricities and Ra¬ 
belaisian appetites. But all that’s 
incidental; the guy’s got an awe¬ 
some dick. It’s beautifully shaped, 
hard whenever it needs to be, and 
cums whenever it has to. Now, I 
think having a big dick is a per¬ 
fectly delightful reason to be fa¬ 
mous. Does it justify an 80- 
minute documentary about the 
person it hangs off? Not necessar¬ 
ily. 


It’s just that, if we’re not gonna 
see this dick for more than five, al¬ 
beit hard, seconds, and there’s not 
gonna be any actual sex in the 
film, the rest of the Ron Jeremy 
story teeters perilously close to the 
So What category. He’s worked 
hard, he’s made a financial suc¬ 
cess, had longevity in his field, and 
is on great terms with his family, 
although his incessant chasings 
after fame, food and sex have left 
no time for the sort of long-term 
personal relationships that many 
think are the final stamp of a well- 
adjusted person; so Ron may not 
be “well-adjusted,” but he’s well- 
greased. 

If you don’t mind having to go 
to a movie theatre for what you 
could get on the Biography chan¬ 
nel, you’ll like Porn Star. But with 
an additional 20 minutes, what 
could have been a breezy hour of 
TV nearly becomes a Who Cares 
ordeal, despite some groovy music 
by Carven Knowles, and the nim¬ 
ble direction and editing of Scott 
J. Gill. Admirably, the director 
doesn’t moralize about his sub¬ 
ject’s life, but his gloss on the porn 
industry sidesteps the issues that 
could deflect attention from The 
Legend. 


Lavender Tube 
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Known as the quiet one, Har¬ 
rison’s influence on the Beatles 
far tofwbjic, than Lennon's 
or Paul McCartney’s. But he al¬ 
tered the group’s music tremen¬ 
dously. Harrison, the guitarist 
who taught himself on a 12-string 
at age 10, taught Lennon how to 
play guitar and was the lead musi¬ 
cian of the group. The youngest of 
the Fab Four, he was also the spir¬ 
itual one, searching for the mean¬ 
ing of life before it was the stuff of 
Oprah. He led the group to India, 
transcendental meditation, and a 
whole new sound to their music. 

In an interview the day of Har¬ 
rison’s death, Indian musician 
Ravi Shankar credited him with 
bringing Indian music to the West 
through his relationship with 


Shankar, who taught him the sitar, 
and through Harrison’s incorpo¬ 
ration of Indian rhythms and 
sounds into the Beatles’ music. 

Harrison also pioneered the 
now-common TV phenomenon, 
concerts for a cause. His concert 
to raise money for famine victims 
in Bangladesh in 1971 raised mil¬ 
lions and spawned an invaluable 
trend. 

In a few days there won’t be 
any more TV programs memori¬ 
alizing Harrison, though there are 
plans to rerun some Beatles 
movies on various networks. 
Other news will supersede this 
small, sad headline. But Harri¬ 
son’s beautiful music, his melodic 
guitar, and his evanescent talent 
remain. As do his words. 

“With every mistake, we must 
surely be learning,” he sang in 
“While My Guitar Gently Weeps.” 
If only it were true. ▼

C riterion has spruced up the 
peerless 1936 Universal 
comedy My Man Godfrey 
and given it a bright new sheen. 
The digital transfer is so glimmer¬ 
ing, in fact, that we might say it 
has never looked better in our life¬ 
time. But Godfrey is much more 
than a pretty, silver-tinted relic. So 
long as we live in a world of vulgar 
inequalities, so, too, will Godfrey 
have relevance. The story of a 
mysterious butler who carbonates 
a household of madcap swells is 
ageless, and we marvel that such a 
piquant piece of film can be 65 
years old. 

My Man Godfrey is foremost a 
screwball comedy, albeit one with 
considerable tang. As a Depres¬ 
sion-era product, it has plenty to 
say about responsibility in hard 
times, but it maintains a light 
touch throughout. The weightier 
implications of class, wealth, and 
social justice never bog down the 
lunacy. Director Gregory La Cava 
achieves this through repeated 
crossings of class lines. In a coun¬ 
try divided by money and status, 
we first see the rich folks mucking 
around the city dumps. Moments 
later, a bedraggled hobo shows up 
at the Waldorf Ritz Hotel. That’s 
just the beginning of the incon¬ 


gruities that spoke to audiences in 
the 1930s as they do to us today. 

Rich and dizzy Irene Bullock 
(Carole Lombard) dares to cross 
the divide by her active adoration 
of “forgotten man” Godfrey 
(William Powell). Irene and maid 
Molly (played by brittle wise- 
cracker Jean Dixon) commiserate 
over Godfrey and further break 
down barriers of the working and 
idling classes. 

Repeatedly, La Cava and com¬ 
pany serve up the rich as silly, friv¬ 
olous,childlike, and trivial, while 
the poor are strong, dignified, 
generous, and compassionate. 
Miraculously, he gives us these el¬ 
emental distinctions without the 
torpor of penny-ante philoso¬ 
phizing or the goo of Capraesque 
speechifying. 

My Man Godfrey is chock full 
of wonderful acting. Eugene Pal- 
lette, as the gravel-voiced patri¬ 
arch of the Bullock family, has a 
charming befuddlement that de¬ 
fuses any sinister undertones. 
(Pallette was one of those reliable 
supporting players who was in 
hundreds of movies without be¬ 
coming famous. You’ll find him in 
Topper, The Adventures of Robin 
Hood, Mr. Smith Goes to Washing¬ 
ton, Young Tom Edison, The Lady 
Eve, The Bride Came C.O.D., The 
Male Animal, Heaven Can Wait 
and more.) Alice Brady as mother 
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Angelica flutters about with such 
daffiness that she nearly floats 
away on a diaphanous skirt. Mis- 
cha Auer is Carlo, the free-loading 
“protege” whose only discernible 
talents are eating and imitating a 
gorilla. Raven-haired Gail Patrick, 
as scheming daughter Cornelia, is 
the closest thing My Man Godfrey 
has to a villain. Her arched eye¬ 
brows and general haughtiness 
offer perfect counterpoint to the 
twittering people that otherwise 
infest the Bullock home. Come to 
think of it, she resembles the evil 
Queen of Snow White, released 
one year later. More than a coin¬ 
cidence? 

Goodnight, Irene 

Lombard was made of the stuff 
of movie stars, blessed with the 
rare and precious combination of 
genuine talent and radiant beau¬ 
ty. Garson Kanin called her an 
“on-the-level woman,” and that 
forthright quality shines right 
through to her performance as 
Irene, possibly the ditsiest mem¬ 
ber of a household teetering on 
the brink of chaos. When she con¬ 
ducts an ad hoc job interview on 
Powell, she asks him, “Do you 
buttle?” and the line has double¬ 
funny impact because of her sin¬ 
cere and clarion-clear delivery. 

Volumes have been written 
about the charms of Carole Lom¬ 
bard, but less on William Powell. 
His Godfrey is a wonderment of 
reserve and benign passivity. With 
seeming invisible technique, he 
moves from bum to butler to Har¬ 
vard man to drunk to entrepre¬ 
neur. He is the pivot, the stranger 
who passed this way while silly 
people find strength and wisdom 


through him. The character de¬ 
vice has fueled many a movie to 
great effectiveness, from Shane to 
Mary Poppins to Being There, but 
never with more light-hearted 
elan. 

Film historian Bob Gilpin, one 
of the world’s leading Godfreyol- 
ogists, supplies the accompanying 
audio commentary on the Crite¬ 
rion disc. He guides us through 
every scene with loving detail on 
the expectations of Depression- 
era audiences and the conventions 
of the screwball comedy. On the 
debit side, he sounds ever so 
slightly pretentious using lingo 
such as deus ex machina and sotto 
voce, and occasionally his inter¬ 
pretations are suspect. He claims 
we are uncertain at one point of 
the outcome of the triangular ro¬ 
mantic complications among 
Irene, Cornelia, and Godfrey. 
Since when was Gail Patrick ever 
a threat to Carole Lombard? I’d 
say we know precisely how things 
will turn out. Our pleasure is de¬ 
rived from riding the labyrinthine 
plot all the way to the inevitable 
matrimonial clutch of Godfrey 
and Irene. Any other resolution 
would be an unimaginable viola¬ 
tion of the genre, which Gilpin 
otherwise insightfully analyzes. 

Godfrey bloopers 

Occasionally, Gilpin pulls a 
real boner. He states that My Man 
Godfrey was Lombard’s first star¬ 
ring role, which must come as a 
big surprise to anyone who ever 
saw No Man of Her Own (1932), 
Twentieth Century (1934), or any 
one of her movies at Paramount 
and Columbia in the early ’30s. 
He also states — twice — that 



William Powell competed with 
himself for the Best Actor Acade¬ 
my Award for My Man Godfrey 
and The Great Ziegfeld, winning 
for the later. Wherever did Gilpin 
get such wildly inaccurate infor¬ 
mation? Powell wasn’t a nominee, 
much less a winner, for The Great 
Ziegfeld. The 1936 actor prize 
went to Paul Muni for The Story of 
Louis Pasteur. Such unforced er¬ 
rors do way too much harm to 
Gilpin’s credibility. 

Speaking of Academy Awards, 
Godfreys nominations illustrate 
just how screwball voting can be. 
It was the first film to receive 
nominations in all four acting cat¬ 
egories. In addition to Powell’s 
mention, Lombard was up for 
Best Actress, Mischa Auer for Best 
Supporting Actor, and Alice Brady 
for Best Supporting Actress. Men¬ 
tions were also given to Gregory 
La Cava for Director, and Eric 
Hatch and Morris Ryskind for 
Screenplay. Godfrey was up for 
every major award except Best 
Picture, and in 1936 there were 10 
films nominated. One of them, Li¬ 
beled Lady, wasn’t nominated in 
any other category. Explain that if 
you can. Perhaps a great screwball 
comedy can be made of Academy 
“logic.” In loving tribute, it could 
be called My Man Oscar. ▼

teresting Monsters is one of them. 

The creator and editor of the 
highly-praised online GLBT fic¬ 
tion journal Blithe House Quar¬ 
terly (www.blithe.com) has final¬ 
ly had his interlocking collections 
of stories published by the St. 
Paul, Minnesota-based Graywolf 
Press. 

Most of the stories have been 
previously published in a variety 
of journals and anthologies, prov¬ 
ing their worth. Reading them to¬ 
gether, though, provides a sort of 
narrative that ties the stories like 
a delicately pieced-together novel¬ 
la. 

The connections are subtle, as 
is Alvarez’s style. The monsters are 
not of the Hollywood style, but 
more discreet in their creepy qual¬ 
ity. Fear, doubt, indecision and lies 
loom here. 

In “Ephemera,” the fear of 
defining crowds a gay couple’s 
bedroom conversations. “Index 
Card, Index Finger” shows how a 
small piece of paper with a touch¬ 
ing poem can prove emotionally 
shattering in its ability to bring 
back the memory of lost affairs. 

But the main thread in several 
stories is the quiet angst t)f Mark, 
a formerly famous musician 
whose fan letters keep coming 
long after his inspiration has 
faded. Holing up in his mother’s 
attic, he builds a makeshift studio 
to create a wholly non-commer¬ 
cial piece of music from sampled 
household sounds, all in the quest 
to find out what his soul sounds 
like. 

“Property Values” leads us 


from Mark’s life to his partner 
Dean’s in their attempts to buy a 
run-down house in Dean’s native 
Puerto Rico. But like the most 
subtle short fiction of Tennessee 
Williams, Alvarez puts the narra¬ 
tive away from the gay character, 
and into the mind of an ambi¬ 
tious, slightly fraudulent real es¬ 
tate dealer whose social-climbing 
interferes with her AIDS-phobia. 
Her undoing provides a glorious 
family victory. 

More fanciful interpretations 
follow in “Death by Bricolage,” Al¬ 
varez’s Parisian tale of slight ab¬ 
surdities investigated by a detec¬ 
tive suffering from poetic ennui 
and the unrequited advances of a 
temperamental chef. The corpse 
in question has been collaged to 
death by glued newspaper clip¬ 
pings, proving the theory that art 
can be fatal. This is where Al¬ 
varez’s more experimental daring 
and dry wit prove polished 
enough to carry cohesive narra¬ 
tive. 

“Rog & Venus Become an 
Item” may be an allusion to ma¬ 
ternal perversions among arty 
heterosexuals, a metaphor for let¬ 
ting one’s art hang out, or simply 
absurdist surrealism. An improp¬ 
er mix of art influences? Perhaps, 
but how else to explain a physical 
deformity of a goth poseur who 
carries his placenta in a purse only 
to become a Warhol-style freak 
celebrity? Here, human parts be¬ 
come the interesting monster. 

But fear not, the majority of 
exposures in these stories are of 
those of heart, spirit, and soul. ▼ 
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you don’t have to wait until next year 
for another good stuffing.

T he puzzle of Hitler and the 
Holocaust continues to twist 
m in and out of the popular 
consciousness like a particularly 
hardy virus, most recently in the 
alleged new archival evidence in 
the new book Hitler's Secret: The 
Double Life of a Dictator (Basic 
Books), by respected German his¬ 
torian Lothar Machtan, that 
Hitler was gay. This idea has its at¬ 
traction as perhaps one compo¬ 
nent of what happened, with 
Hitler’s pathological genocide of 
outsiders and marginalized 
groups possibly the most extreme 
expression in history of the deep 
self-loathing that often accompa¬ 
nies life in the closet. 

Peter Cohen did not have this 
material available for his 1989 
documentary The Architecture of 
Doom, and it’s hard to say whether 
he would have used it if he had. 
But Cohen plays a larger and 
more subtle hand. In this bril¬ 
liantly written and visualized doc¬ 
umentary, now out on DVD and 
VHS, he uses rare historical 
footage to show how Hitler and 
his cronies used art to create an 
“ideology of beauty” that both de¬ 
monized an enemy and galva¬ 
nized the professional classes, 
along with many rank-and-file 
Germans, into either actively par¬ 
ticipating in or tacitly approving 
of the destruction of millions. 

Hitler was an accomplished 
artist, but'also j-*- and crucially, 
says Cohen — a failed one, reject¬ 
ed from art school, which embit¬ 
tered him and set him on a drasti¬ 
cally different path. Further inves¬ 
tigation reveals an astonishing 
prevalence of failed artists, novel¬ 
ists, poets, etc. including Joseph 
Goebbels, in the middle and 
upper echelons of the Nazi party. 

Hitler understood that in 
order to win a populace to a 
cause, there must be a powerful 
underlying ideology. The usual 
explanations of Hitler’s rise due to 
economic privation tell only part 
of the story; the rest of it can be 
found in his complex creation of 
an art-based mythology formed 
to convince Germans that their 
country was a direct descendant 
of Imperial Greece and Rome and 
should thus have monumental, 
heroic, “wholesome” art to reflect 
this. A stumbling block to recap¬ 
turing these glories of the past, ac¬ 
cording to the Nazi view, were 
“degenerate groups” — the men¬ 
tally ill, Jews, gypsies, homosexu¬ 
als — polluting German blood¬ 
lines either through alleged mas¬ 
sive procreation (the mentally ill) 
or “impure” art (Jews). 

Full dome 

The film dazzlingly shows just 
how much of the ideology Hitler 
created derived from, and later 
depended on, art. He was a long¬ 
time connoisseur, making vast 
numbers of art purchases, at Nazi- 
organized art shows, and seizures 
from occupied territories. One of 
his obsessions, shown in all its ex¬ 
cess in the film, was the “clean” art 
of massive white stone Aryan 
musculature; wildly oversized 
statuary; ridiculously large domed 
buildings (one capable of holding 
180,000 people); and kitsch-hero¬ 
ic and pastoral paintings that 
showed an idealized Germany 
that awaited them after conquer¬ 
ing the world. This avalanche of 
art and architecture, most of it 
commissioned personally by

Hitler, was meant to crowd out 
the “un-art” and “un-culture” of 
“Bolshevik Jews” (the two were in¬ 
variably coupled in Hitler’s undis¬ 
criminating mind) supposedly 
wreaking havoc on the noble Ger¬ 
man. 

Contrasting this proposed fu¬ 
ture world of Aryan bliss were cu¬ 
bist and expressionist images of 
faces and bodies by Picasso, 
Kokoschka, Emil Nolde, and oth¬ 
ers, likened to the deformed faces 
and bodies of mentally ill institu¬ 
tionalized citizens in a chilling 
Nazi-era slide show. Using such 
threatening if simple-minded par¬ 
adigms helped immeasurably in 
demonizing Jewish (and modern) 
artists, and thus Jews. More “hy¬ 
gienic” art showing “normal,” ro¬ 
bust Germans at work and in re¬ 
pose could counter what Hitler 
and his minions reduced to a kind 
of noxious bacteria burrowing 
into the German body: the Jew. 
Many ambitious doctors joined 
this effort, with the least ethical, 
those willing to put the stamp of 
approval on this idea, elevated to 
the top ranks. (Nearly half of Ger¬ 
man doctors were Party mem¬ 
bers.) 

Hitler had other artistic fixa¬ 
tions that would serve him in his 
quest. One was, of course, Wagn¬ 
er, whose work could bring him to 
tears, and, according to Cohen, of¬ 
fered a “fantastic illusion of flight 
from reality” that der Feuhrer 
found both irresistible and inspir¬ 
ing. He was also fueled by a Ger¬ 
man pulp writer of “cowboys and 
Indians” novels aimed at boys, 
which he had cherished as a boy 
but continued to read into adult¬ 
hood. The film points out that 
these novels were written by a 
man who had never been to 
America, and links Hitler to him 
as another man who had no expe¬ 
rience of cultures outside his 
purview. 

Germany’s future in the Nazi 
plan (Hitler’s plan, really) also de¬ 
pended on cinema. Leni Riefen- 
stahl’s documentaries are the best- 
known films in the Nazi propa¬ 
ganda arsenal, but The Architec¬ 
ture of Doom quotes extensively 
from two others made in 1937 
and 1938. These are the notorious 
The Eternal Jew, which used 
footage of impoverished Polish 
Jews to show the kind of “corrupt” 
lifestyle that awaited Germans 
who dared to dissent; and an 
equally disturbing documentary 


about the threat of vermin — 
read: Jews — and the need to con¬ 
trol such “pests” through virulent 
poisons. The film documents the 
fruit of the Nazi effort to trans¬ 
form human beings into vermin 
that must be purged as an act of 
self-defense. 

Hitler’s dream of a “clean and 
beautiful” Germany devoid of 
such “vermin” soon collapsed 
both personally, as he became in¬ 
creasingly insane, and militarily, 
as Germany began losing ground 
in its two-front war. The most 
successful Nazi art shown in the 
film comes from sketches and 
paintings sent back from the 
Russian front, showing scenes of 
Nazi defeat and despair. But defeat 
merely spurred Hitler on; in 
Cohen’s eloquent phrase, he “saw 
doom as art’s highest expression,” 
and to the world’s lasting detri¬ 
ment became ever more frenzied 
in his attempt to create the horri¬ 
fying “high art” of genocide. T

T he catalog is dazzling. You expect the big fine-arts museums to issue 
glorious printed paeans to their current exhibitions, but it comes 
unexpected from a private gallery. Clearly, though, Rowland We¬ 
instein of Weinstein Gallery recognized that he had a winner on his 
hands with “Leonor Fini and Her Contemporaries: Surrealism through 
the Eyes of Women Artists,” which opens on Thursday, December 6. 

Born in Buenos Aires, Argentina, in 1908, Leonor Fini was raised 
by . her Italian 
mother in Italy, 
in a highly cul¬ 
tured household 
consisting of 
mostly women. 

Regular house- 
guests included 
James Joyce and 
Rainer Maria 
Rilke. During 
her childhood, 

Fini was exposed 
to Art Nouveau, 

Viennese Seces¬ 
sionist, and tra¬ 
ditional Baroque 
aesthetics, 
among others. 

Until she 

reached puberty, 

Fini was often 
dressed as a boy 
by her mother in 
an effort to dis¬ 
guise her from 
kidnappers hired 
by her father to bring her back to Argentina. 

Having never attended art schools, Fini learned about anatomy 
through the examination of corpses in Trieste’s morgues. After her 
first show in Milan at age 17, she moved to France for good and even¬ 
tually became one of that country’s most celebrated female artists. 

Her love affairs with many of the most flamboyant men and women 
of her time are the stuff of artistic legend. She never married. Until her 
death in 1996, she lived with as many as 30 cats at a time. These, along 
with sphinx imagery, inspired much of her strongest work. ▼

Pop shots and other extras on DVD

here’s just one thing that 
irks me about porn DVDs. 

I The chaptering always 
seems as if it had been done by 
those people who translate Japan¬ 
ese instruction manuals into Eng¬ 
lish: it’s close, but screwy. It 
should be character introduction 
(narrative scene), characters begin 
making out, characters suck 
and/or fuck. Seems simple, no? 
But it rarely works that way. And 
given the cost of DVDs, there’s no 
excuse for the producers not to 
include a title card in the box tray, 
just like Hollywood movies, list¬ 
ing the chapters. Who wants to 
keep accessing the Menu to find 
scenes when the mind is clouded 
and at least one hand is greasy? 

That said, let’s get to a cou¬ 
ple of swell new DVDs, 
each with its own porn-ver- 
sion variety of the Extra 
Features so common¬ 
place with Hollywood 
product. All DVDs from 
Channel 1 Releasing 
have “PopShot-On-De- 
mand,” a 
nifty fea¬ 
ture that’s 
exactly 

what it sounds like, as well as 
good photo galleries. This can 
seem superfluous, when you can 
freeze frame perfectly anywhere 
on DVD, but not when they’re the 
generous galleries of Falcon 
DVDs, with the great photogra¬ 
phy of DavUl Tam. Arid some' 
DVDs even have audio commen¬ 
tary. “Oh, no!” gasped a friend of 
mine. “Is there anything more 
comic than a porn movie with a 
commentary track?” 

The idea may be funny, but I 
enjoyed the tracks nonetheless. 
For their series of back catalogue 
re-issues, Falcon occasionally cre¬ 
ates a special “Platinum Edition,” 
which has a commentary tract 
(available by mail order only). 
When the commentary accompa¬ 
nies a classic little feature like The 
Crush, it’s swell — although fre¬ 
quently a little strange to listen to 
as the movie plays, silently, as 
background. During the bewil- 
deringly beautiful opening scene 
of Crush, for example, the com¬ 
mentators are comparing recipes 
for exotic cocktails they’ve drunk. 

I don’t ever want to watch such 
gorgeous sex while two queers 
chatter away gaily. Reminds me of 
the friend who met me in the 
steamroom at the baths and 
launched into a critique of that 



evening’s performance at the 
opera. Girlfriend! 

Still, The Crush commentary, 
conducted by videographer Max 
Phillips with stars 
Colby Taylor and 
Travis Wade, does get 
to good stuff — espe¬ 
cially during the 
* stars’ final scene to¬ 
gether, when the talk 
is as heated as the vi¬ 
sual. Most of the conver¬ 
sation is 
of an in¬ 
terview 
nature, 

“How did you get started in 
porn?” and, believe it or not, like 
they’d just been through Lee 
Strasburg’s training, “How do you 
get into character?” Thankfully, 
there’s a little talk about how porn 
actually gets made, and these de- 
tafls are fascinating. But riiost of it 
is fun personal stuff about the 
stars. Wade is especially entertain¬ 
ing, with his easy sex talk and joc¬ 
ular revelations (“I just hope my 
baby face lasts,” he gushes.) 

The Crush is bookended by 
two sensational scenes. The open¬ 
er features a dashing Spaniard and 
his Nordic conquest in a sensu¬ 
ously filmed moonlit tryst. Dark 
Daniel Montes (seen on the box 
cover) and blond Christian Tay¬ 
lor, each individually striking, de¬ 
liver a scene I’ve left on replay 
mode for a couple of weeks now: 
physical beauty, striking cocks, 
and a sumptuous sexual fervor. At 
the other end of the movie comes 
the romantic and forceful cou¬ 
pling of stars Colby Taylor and 
Travis Wade, an exciting and lav¬ 
ishly detailed flip-flop. In between 
there’s a juicy threeway in which 
scrumptious Cameron Fox gets 
his first bottoming, followed by a 
dirty divertissement with Marcus 
Iron and Drew Damon — even 
more fucking that’ll make you en¬ 


vious: “It shoulda been me!” 

Star chat 

Over at Channel 1 Releasing, 
accompanying Lance Gear’s first 
starring vehicle, In Gear, director 
Chi Chi LaRue gets around the in¬ 
advertent comedy of commentary 
tracks by offering a separately 
filmed interview with Gear, who 
is joined by Logan Reed and Jack- 
son Price. So you’re watching the 
stars as they talk, not the movie. 
It’s only 10 minutes long, as op¬ 
posed to the feature-length Falcon 
commentary, but I liked seeing 
the guys out of performance 
mode. It’s like sitting around and 
talking with them yourself. 



And the movie is a good one 
for Chi Chi. There’s nothing to 
distract her from her preferred 
brand of over-the-top sexual 
histrionics. There’s no plot, only 
one set, and a cast of sex pigs who 
are heavyhitters every step of the 
way. 

In Gear takes place in one of 
those mechanic’s garages where 
customers get their own pistons 
lubed before their cars’. Lance re¬ 
veals his jaunty personality in the

ba Sound/Virgin), took off this 
past summer, heating up the year 
in pop music. Costa, who wrote or 
co-wrote all of the album’s full- 
length tracks, has an innate feel 
for funky soul, and she shows off 
her stuff on the title track, “Hope 
It Felt Good” and “Some Kind of 
Beautiful.” What she does to a bal¬ 
lad (such as the Fiona Apple- 
esque “Just Because” and “Corners 
of my Mind”) deserves to be 
heard by the multitudes. The 
daughter of the late Don Costa, a 
legendary record producer and 
musician, Nikka Costa has left the 
nest and taken flight, soaring to 
great heights. 

Gregg Shapiro: There are a won¬ 
derful variety of musical styles on 
Everybody Got Their Something. 
Was that a conscious decision? 

Nikka Costa: To an extent. It 
wasn’t like, “I’m going to make a 


record that has a million different 
styles on it.” It definitely was a 
conscious decision not to feel like 
I have to pick one. I’m just going 
to do songs that I like. If it’s rock, 
it’s rock. If it’s funk, it’s funk. If it’s 
slow and guitary or whatever, I’m 
not going to stop myself from cre¬ 
ating something just because it 
doesn’t fit into a format. I wasn’t 
really thinking in those terms. 

You were a featured performer at 
the 2001 Sundance Festival. 

What was that like? 

It was cool. It was one of our 
very first gigs ever. It was great 
being up in the snow. I thought it 
was going to be a lot more like 
how you see it on TV, with stars 
walking around in ski suits, but it 
wasn’t really like that. It was kind 
of mellow and chilly. We did our 
gig, and then we were out of there. 

Your song "Push & Pull" was on 
the soundtrack to the movie Blow. 
Do you have plans to do more 
soundtrack work? 

I did a cover of [the Blondie 
song] “Call Me” for the Zoolander 


soundtrack. I’m also thinking 
about doing a song for the new 
Sean Penn movie. I love doing 
soundtracks. 

Every year, it seems that more 
and more children of musical par¬ 
ents are releasing albums. Rufus 
Wainwright released his second 
album this year, Blu Cantrell put 
out her debut disc, and Louise 
Goffin has an album forthcoming. 

It’s great. It makes sense that 
the baby boom of our parents’ 
time spawned all of us, that we’re 
all around the same age and get¬ 
ting ready to embark on our ca¬ 
reers. I’m a huge fan of Rufus 
Wainwright’s. I think his record is 
amazing. I actually met him. I 
called him the other day and told 
him how much I loved it. 

You've been touring in support of 
Everybody Got Their Something. 
What kind of band do you bring 
with you on tour? 

I have a nine-piece band. We 
have horns and a DJ and singers, 
and all kinds of stuff going on. 


You'll be touring through Decem¬ 
ber 22. Does that mean that you'll 
be going home for Christmas? 

I’m going to go to Australia for 
Christmas. I like the whole fire¬ 


place and having-family-getting- 
together thing. I’m totally into 
that. I love how the outdoors 
smells, like cinnamon and cloves. 
I like that whole Christmas shop¬ 
ping thing. ▼

Facing the past 

Anyone who is fascinated by 
vintage photos and found archival 
materials will well enjoy Face(t)s 
of Memory: Found Photographs 
and Family Albums, at The Jewish 
Museum San Francisco, 121 
Steuart St., through January 31. 

The exhibit, which features 
contemporary work from inter¬ 
national artists Christian 
Boltanski and Marcelo Brod¬ 
sky, also displays photographs 



from the collection of the Judah L. 
Magnes Museum in Berkeley, 
being something of a preview of 
the upcoming 2002 merger unit¬ 
ing the two museums to become 
The Magnes Museum. 

Director of Exhibitions Peter 
L. Stein, writer and director of 
the 1997 documentary The Cas¬ 
tro, gave us the pleasure of a walk 
through the show. Boltanski con¬ 
tributes a moving series of pho¬ 
tographs, Gymnasium Chases 
(1991). Twenty-four pho¬ 
togravure prints, done here in SF 
at Crown Point Press, “blow up” 
faces from the group portrait of a 
Viennese Jewish high-school 
graduating class in 1931. Given 
what we know of subsequent his¬ 
tory, the fate of most of these 
smiling faces was probably grim, 
but Boltanski deliberately leaves 
the question open, and the faces 
become masks or ciphers. 

Brodsky’s Buena Memoria 
(1996) takes similar source mate¬ 
rial — in this case, a school por¬ 
trait from the Colegio Nacional de 
Buenos Aires in 1967 — and does 
the opposite, annotates the faces 
in the crowd to give them history 
and identity. The artist’s intent is 
to honor the memory of the Dis¬ 
appeared, an unknowable num¬ 
ber of students, intellectuals and 
leftists who were the victim of Ar¬ 
gentina’s right-wing military dic¬ 
tatorship. They include his own 
brother, part of the group here. 

The snapshots, keepsakes and 
group portraits from the Magnes 
Collection are the real gems of the 
exhibition. They include photos 
of Jews in Burma, in Nome, Alas¬ 
ka, and camped in Golden Gate 
Park after the ’06 SF earthquake. 
There are snaps of composer 
Ernest Bloch, who evidently was 
an ardent photographer as well. 

We won’t soon forget this 
group shot of the Young Men’s He¬ 
brew Association, February 26, 
1902 [Gymnastics Group] 
(Blauert and Widder, photogra¬ 
phers.) Nor a similarly beefcakey 
snap of Fireftghters, Svislotch, 
Grodny County, Poland. As in 
many of these found treasures, the 
eye at work might remain anony¬ 
mous, but the subjects themselves 
are golden. ▼

ing Liz as Zee in psychedelic 
muumuus and headbands in 
Swinging ’70s London. 

Hag revelations 

My personal favorite terrible 
Liz film is Ash Wednesday (1973). 
Larry Peerce, who also directed 
Goodbye Columbus and A Sepa¬ 
rate Peace, put Liz through the 
paces as Barbara Sawyer, a Grosse 
Pointe matron who goes off to a 
plastic surgery clinic in the Italian 
Alps in search of her lost youth 
and an attempt to recapture the 
lapsed love of her husband, Henry 
Fonda. It all plays out accompa¬ 
nied by a romantic soundtrack by 
Maurice (“Lara’s Theme”) Jarre. 
Liz gets a star entrance after 
spending the first 10 minutes shot 
from behind, and then, gasp! The 
41-year-old beauty spins around, 
and she’s covered with rubber ce¬ 


ment and gray hairs which make 
her look 20 years older than she 
really is! 

More gasping will have to wait 
until the film takes us into 
surgery, where a body double is 
sliced and scraped into a stupor 
while the audience cringes at re¬ 
ceiving too much medical infor¬ 
mation. An endless wait later, all 
those nasty bandages come off, 
and voila! There’s Our Liz, age 41, 
looking, well, fabulous! It’s an au¬ 
dacious concept, and after a ski- 
resort fling with Helmut Berger of 
all people (he was the boyfriend of 
Italian director Luchino Visconti), 
Liz discovers that beauty is only 
skin-deep or something, and Old 
Hank still doesn’t want her, even 
though she looks better than any¬ 
body else in Grosse Pointe. Worth 
the price of admission is the 
photo-montage over the opening 
credits, wherein somebody had a 
great time cutting and pasting 
fan-magazine photos of Taylor 
and Fonda together so that they 


would appear, in their scrapbook, 
to be approximately the same age. 
(Fonda was actually 68 when Ash 
Wednesday was filmed.) An 
Eddie-Fisher-era Liz marries 
strapping young Hank Fonda. A 
Cleopatra- period Liz goes out to a 
swanky dinner with a more ma¬ 
ture Henry. Lots of fun in the first 
five minutes! 

Thank God that in the 1980s 
and ’90s, Liz turned her talents to¬ 
ward more noble efforts like 
AmFAR and befriending Michael 
Jackson. But thanks for the mem¬ 
ories, Elizabeth Taylor! ▼
